POINCARE BILL PASSES; 
SINKING FUND NEW GOAL 


Vote of Confidence Is Given on 
Measure to Stabilize the 
Financial Position. 


OPPOSITION CRUMBLES

Paris, July 31 (By A. P.).—Pre- 
mier Poincare’s national union cabi- 
net emerged victorious tonight after 
a day-long battle with the chamber 
of deputies opposition. The final 


‘ivote of confidence giving the pre- 


mier a majority of 107 came when 
the deputies adopted the bill, in its 
entirety, providing measures de- 
signed to stabilize the financial po- 
sition of the country. The vote was 
295 to 198. 

Then the government introduced 
a bill for a creation of a sinking 
fund, and the chamber adjourned 
until Wednesday. In connection 
with this bill, it was learned that 
Premier Poincare has in mind the 
convocation of the senate and cham- 
ber as a national assemblage, be- 
lieving that this procedure was nec- 
essary to preserve the existence 
and functioning of a sinking fund 
from the ‘‘vicissitudes of a parlia- 
mentary regime,’’ and afford pro- 
tection from changes which the 
chamber might bring about through 
the passage of ordinary bills. The 
national assembly would sit at Ver- 
sailles, instead of Paris. 

At the close of today’s session the 
impression in the lobbies was that 
inasmuch as M. Poincare apparently 
had not consulted with President 
Doumergue about the proposed na- 
tional assembly to deal with the 
sinking fund for amortization of the 
national floating debt, making it 
part and parcel of the constitution, 
there is likely to be a fairly ani- 
mated ministerial council] at Elysee 
palace Monday and Tuesday. 

Nevertheless, M. Poincare’s 
friends maintain he will insist upon 
making the proposed sinking fund 
‘‘parliament proof,’ thereby assur- 
ing holders of State securities that 
the money would be forthcoming to 
amortize the bonds in future, re- 
gardiess of what party is in power. 

Opening the debate on the finance 
bill the premier said that delay in 
the adoption of a definite financial 
program entailed-a loss of nearly 
16,000,000 francs ($400,000) a 
day. When the chamber voted, 3580 
to 150, to. proceed immediately to 
discussion of the bill and then voted 
favorably on the first article it was 
taken for granted that despite the 
opposition, the hill as a whole would 
s00n be adopted.

It was in 
cordance with this pastoral letter, 
signed by the 8 archbishq@DSs and 
29 bishops of Mexico, 
against the religious regulé 
that the priests withdraw 
their churches today. 

All the churches were comfort- 
ably crowded with thousands at 
prayer, while here and there outside 
quiet groups stood talking. But no 
large assemblies could be seen, no 
congestion, nothing remotely ap- 
proaching the scenes of the past 
fortnight when anxious crowds 
pressed about the churches and 
shrines eager to perform their de- 
votions before the priests withdrew, 
to have their: children baptized or 
confirmed, or to go through the 
marriage ceremony.. 

Thus far the business life of 
Mexico City gives no evidence of a 
reduction of activity, although the 
economic boycott of the League for 
the Defense of Religious Liberty 
was supposed to take effect today. 
Under this boycott Catholics and 
all those opposing the regulations 
were asked to refrain from riding 
in public vehicles, patronizing 
amusements and purchasing any- 
thing except absolute necessaries.

Austin, Tex... July 31.—No event 
in the political annals of Texas is 
regarded as of more momentous im- 
portance than the result of the 
Democratic primary last Saturday, 


which marked the end of the 
dynasty of the house of Ferguson. 
It is shown by the election returns 
that the- revolt against so-called 
‘‘Fergusonism’’ was not confined to 
any particular section or locality of 
the State. In all but a very few 
counties a clean-cut majority of 
votes was given Dan Moody, who, 
in the total count, led Gov. Miriam 
A. Ferguson by approximately 159,- 
000 yotes. 

In addition to brirging about the 
overthrow of the Ferguson regime, 
the enormous vote which was cast 
against Gov. Ferguson is generally 
taken as a positive assurance that 
it will be a long time before a wom- 
an is again elected to.that high of- 
fice in Texas. It is dqubly assured 
that should a member of her sex 
ever be chosen chief executive of 
the State. she will come from the 
unmarried list. Tne experiment of 
married woman serving as. £O0v- 
ernor and taking orders from her 
husband. as was the case with Gov. 


Ferguson. is not likely to be tried 
again soon in Texas.

Three years old today, broad- 
casting station WRC is celebrating 
its birthday by commencing “full- 
time’ broadcasting for the first 
time in its life. And today, inci- 
dentally, is the first Sunday since 
the erection of the Park road tow- 
ers that the Radio Corporation’ of 
America transmitters have been in 
operation in Washington. 

With the -passing of Station 
WCAP from the broadcasting field 
WRC inherits full time on the 469 
meter wave-length in the East and 
will carry on the work of enterain- 
ing the radio fans of the Capital, 
Maryland and Virginia, that was 
formerly conducted alternately by 
the two stations. :

This morning’s church services will 
be transmitted from tbe’ Foundry 
Methodist Episcopal church: in the 
afternoon a second service will be 
broadcast from the Netional (Ca- 
thedral; and this evining WRC’s 
listeners will hear the same enter- 
tainment that has been theirs for 
the past year—-the program from 
the Capitol theater in New York,

The only difference in 
the form of broadcasting these 
events will be in the fact that they 
will come from the transmitters of 
WRC instead of WCAP. 


Many Changes Here. 


In the future WRC will continue 
to broadcast all of the programs 
that formerly have been transmit- 
ted from WCAP and at the same 
time include in their broadcasts the 
entertainment that has been heard 
on the evenings when the Radio 
Corporation station had the air.

Delaware, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia Are Interested in the 

. Boulevard Plan. 

MAY SELL HOME SITES 
TO PAY BUILDING COSTS 


Picturesque Route Is Studded 
With Reefs, Islands and 
Historic Spots. 


Special to The Washington Posi. 
Dover, Del., . July 31.—Three 
States have begun a study of the 
opportunities presented by a long 
line of reefs, some of them wooded, 
which skirt the Atlantic coast line 
of Delaware, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia on the eastern edge of the 
‘“‘Del-Mar-Va’’ Eastern Shore pen- 
insula, for an ocean beach boule- 
vard of nearly 80 miles, south from 
thane Henlopen to Chincoteague is- 
land, Va. 

Because of State ownership of 
most of the islands and capes in- 
volved and the chance of creating 
a market value for these State- 
owned lands, State and county au- 
thorities believe the project can be 
made to pay its way for most. of 
the distance, through the sale by 
the States of home sites along ‘the 
new drive, without any charge 
against present road-building budg- 
ets. Meantime, negotiation of the 
details of the project has been made 
easy by the confederation of the 
business interests of the fourteen 
counties of the peninsula into the 
Del-Mar-Va Eastern Shore associa- 
tion and an affiliated body to the 
South, the Eastern Shore of Vir- 
ginia Chamber of Commerce. 


Longest in the Country. 


The boulevard, as it has been 
proposed in Delaware, and at one 
Maryland coast resort, and also by 
residents in the island fishing town 
of Chincoteague, Va., will 
tute what it is believed will be the 
longest all-beach boulevard din the 
country, on either ocean coast, out- 
side of Florida—a _ glorious 69- 
mile sweep of concrete and at its 
southern end, in Virginia, an addi- 
tional five miles of shell road, al- 
ready.in existence, running over 
/bridges and a causeway to the main- 
land and reaching the famed ‘Del- 


Mar-Va Trail,’’ 66 miles north of 
Cape Charles. 
Lewes, Del., the starting point, 


is 90 miles from Wilmington, or 45 
miles from Dover, Delaware’s capi- 
tal. The new ferry across the 
mouth of Delaware bay from south 
Jersey, now being advocated by the 
American Automobile association, 
will have Lewes as its southern 
terminal, thus relieving’ travel 
southwest from New Jersey of the 
wide are through Wilmington or 
Philadelphia. 


Along Reefs and Islands. 


As roughly surveyed by the Del- 
aware authorities at the northern 
end and by the Virginia counties at 
its southern end, alli of this ‘“‘shore 
drive’’ except the first 7 miles will

Bethany Beach across the Maryland 
line to Ocean City, has been travel- 
ed frequently this summer, along 
the beach at low tide, with heavy 
motor cars. Ocean City, midway 
on a 6-mile stretch of concrete, built 
or under construction, is 5 miles 
South of the Delaware-Maryland 
line. 


Assateague Well Timbered, 


From this point stretches Assa- 
teague island, 36 miles, much of it 
well timbered, located on some 
stretches 10 to 12 miles from the 
mainland, hemming in picturesque 
bays and inlets. 

Alongside Agssateague the drive 
would zig-zag, first to the ocean 
front and then to the bay side, con- 
cluding with a short causeway across 
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(Chesapeake and Ohio Railway)

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SHOWS HIGH-WATE 
PRESSURE NEEDED 


Millions of Dollars in Federal 
Buildings Alone Found 
in Perilous Area. 


‘COMMISSION PRAISED 
FOR OBTAINING SURVEY

Plan Would Take Stream Di- 
rect From River, Sav- 
ing Reservoirs.

More than 25 years ago the 
Washington Board of Trade first 
advocated the installation of a 
high-pressure water supply system 
in the business area of the city as 
a protection against fire. Each 
year thereafter, through the board’s 
various committees, this greatly 
needed project has been presented 
to the commissioners of the Dis- 
trict. For some unknown reason 
the boards of commissioners of past 
years neglected to ask Congress for 
the appropriation necessary to in- 
stall the system. 

Two years ago all Washington 
became united in a demand for its 
installation, practically every civic, 
commercial and patriotic organiza- 
tion, together with the various 
clubs and individual members of 
the Senate and House, placing 
themselves upon record as heartily 
indorsing the proposition. At that 
time the commissioners believed 
the fire department was in dire 
need of new and additional appa- 
ratus and that the question of pro- 
viding same was paramount to a 
high-pressure system. 

Washington is no longer a small 
town. It is growing rapidly and 
has taken its place among the 
great cities of the country. With 
its growth, additional fire hazards 
naturally present themselves. A 
combination of fires during the past 
two years, such as the Willard, 
Mueller’s, Liggett & Myers, at 
Ninth and F streets, have, it is be. 
lieved, convincingly proven to the 
officials of the city that the water 
pressure of the fire department is 
totally inadequate to cope success- 
fully with a real conflagration. 


Property Endangered. 


During the campaign of the 
Board of Trade for this measure 
it became necessary to obtain some 
idea of the value of the buildings 
included in the area to be protect- 
ed. by the high-pressure system, 
namely, from North Capitol to 
Nineteenth streets northwest, and 
from K street to the Mall. The 
following figures were obtained:

A total of $127,096,797 on 
buildings alone, which does not in-

is area are located more than 
100 government buildings, destruc- 
tion of which would seriously ham. 
per the government in its work. 
The above figures do not include 
the contents of these buildings, 
which are composed of stocks of 
merchandise and priceless govern- 
ment records, the value of which 
can not be estimated. 

Within the next few years mil- 
lions of dollars will be spent in 
Washington for the construction of 
additional beautiful government 
buildings. Sites for some of these 
buildings have already been se- 
lected. Washington has needed a 
high-pressure system for some 
years past. It will certainly need 
it now, beyond all question of 
doubt, if for no other reason than 
protection against fire for these new 
buildings. 


Supply Would Be Cut Off. 


It is well known that the im 
mense values in the above area are 
protected inadequately in case of 
a conflagration, because of lack of 
pressure at.the fire plugs when the 
necessary number are turned on. 
Open six plugs and the pressure 
drops a fourth. Open four times 
that many, which would be neces- 
sary in a conflagration, and the 
pressure entirely disappears. 

It is not generally known that 
within this area all of the tall build- 
ings are compelled to install aux- 
iliary pumps of their.cwn in order 
to get water to the upper floors, a 
plain indication of lack of pressure 
in the street mains, and without 
this pressure the finest apparatus 
in the world and the best trained 
men are helpless in the face of a 
conflagration. A high-pressure fire 
protection system would remedy 
this vital defect. A high-pressure 
system is not something new and 
untried, but is in successful op3ra- 
tion in at least 24 cities of this 
country, 14 of which are smaller 
than Washington. 

At the present time whenever a 
fire occurs millions of gallons of 
water are required to put it out. 
This is the same water used for do- 
mestic purposes, empounded and 
filtered at great expense. During 
extremely hot weather, such as ex- 
perienced recently, the public is ad- 
monished to use water sparingly, as 
the supply is at low ebb. During 
.such periods should a series of con- 
flagrations occur, nothing in the 
world could prevent a water famine 
in the National Capital. The new 
water conduit, when completed and 
put in use, will, of course, eliminate 
such a possibility. 

A high-pressure system would 
eliminate the usage of filtered water 
and divert its use entirely to do- 
mestic purposes. Fires will then be 
fought with water pumped direct 
from the Potomac river. 

It will enable the fire department 
to take considerable of its appara- 
tus from the down-town area and 
place it in the outlying sections of 
,the city now with but very little 
protection against fire.

When the United States entered 
the fray, he was transferred over 
to the American forces, receiving 
a commission as major and being 
assigned to command the Second 
battalion of the Twenty-eighth in- 
fantry, first division. He was 
killed in battle in the ruined vil- 
lage of Rouquencourt in Picardy.

Phillips, engineer, of 
Washington, was appointed engi- 
meer in charge of the installation 
pt the Arlington county's water 
system at a salary of $7,509 a vear 
the Arlington county board of 
supervisors at a special meeting 
vesterday. The contract approved 
by the board and signed by FE. C. 
Turnburke,.chairman, and Asa FE. 
Phillips, effective September 1, 
for a term of three years. 

The contract provides that 
board shall have the right to ter- 
minate the contract for unreason- 
able delay on the part of the engi- 
neer, or for inefficiency, incom- 
,vetency, misfeasance, malfeasance 
“or nonfeasance ‘on the part of the 
engineer in the conduct of his 
duties, the engineer not to be dis- 
ntissed until he has had a public 
hearing. 

The engineer shall have exclusive 
supervision of the construction, in- 
stallation and operation of the 
water system during the term of 
the contract, 
strict accountability for 
ress of the work and for the proper 
planning. designing and the execu- 
tion of all engineering matters in 
connection with the work. He shall 
further have the authority to em- 
ploy and discharge all necessary en- 
zineers, draftsmen, surveyors, in- 
spectors and other employes. The 
salaries to be paid all employes 
shall be fixed by the board upon the 
recommendation of the engineer. 

Contracts for the work shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible 
bidder upon specifications prepared 
by the engineer, and all contracts 
shall be made by the board ditect 
with the contractor upon the rec- 
ommendation of the engineer. 

The contract further’ provides 
that all salaries or 
shall be paid by the board 
warrants at public meetings 
being approved by the engineer. All 
water rates will be fixed by the 
board and all revenue arising from 
the water system shall be paid di- 
rect to the county treasurer. 

The engineer in accordance with 
the contract shall be required to 
give whatever time is necessary to 
the supervision and shall direct all 
matters connected with the instal- 
lation of the system. Failure to 
do so shall be deemed inefficiency 
and unreasonable delay and shall 
be sufficient cause for the cancella- 
tion of the contract. 

The engineer shall be further re- 
quired to make quarterly reports 
to the board as to the progress of 
the work, as to the amount of 
money expended, the financial con- 
his department, and on 
the number of employes and the 
Nature and character of their work. 

It is further agreed that tbe en- 
gineer shall determine the order in 
which applications for laterals or 
extensions shall be acted upon and 
it shall be the duty of the engineer 
to construct and extend laterals in 
a manner most economical. 

The contract provides that in the 
event the board is unable to se] 
the bonds at a price which, in the 
opinion of the board is advantage- 
ous to the county, the contract 
Shall be terminated. 

Following the signing of the con- 
tract, which was opposed by Ed- 
ward Duncan, member of the board 
from Jefferson district, upon mo- 
tion of William J. Ingram, of Arl- 
ington district, commonwealth’s at- 
torpey, State Senator Frank L. Ball 
and Asa FE. Phillips were instructed 
to proceed at once in arranging the 
contract with the Secretary of War 
for the delivery of water from the 
Federal government filtration 
plant:at Dalecarlia. The same conm- 
mittee was further instructed to 
take such steps as are necessary 
for the sale of the bonds.

“BUNCO GANG” IS BLAMED

Atlanta; Ga., July 31 (By A. P.). 
The foundation for the plot against 
the life of Bert Donaldson, special 
investigator for the solicitor gen- 
eral’s office, was laid in long-dis- 
tance telephone calls to Donaldson 
from Chicago, Solicitor General 
John A. Boykin said today. 

Through these calls, the solicitor 
general believed Donaldson was in- 
formed of certain persons who were 
coming to Atlanta and that they 
would give him the information for 
which he went to the Georgian Ter- 
race hotel Thursday night when he 
was shot to death. 

The solicitor general termed the 
crime ‘‘one of the most daringly 
planned and executed crimes in the 
history of the South, and probably 
the most daring in Atlanta’s his- 
tory. It undoubtedly was the work 
of gunmen, probably from Chicago, 


purpose of slaying Donaldson.’’ 

He attributed the crime to mem- 
bers of the “bunco gang’’ which 
operated several years ago in At- 
santa. .

Telegram Spurs Officers. 

Somerville, N. J., July 31 (By A. 
P.).—A mysterious telegram from 
Milwaukee, has quickened the lag- 
ging investigation into the murder 
of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and his choir singer, Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills, four years ago. 

The telegram, supposed to have 
been sent fo Joseph Hanlon, coun- 
ty detective, was in the hands of 
Capt. J. J. Lamb, of State police, 
today. He would not disclose the 
nature of its contents, but said “we 
are taking action on it.’’ The tele- 
gram was addressed to ‘Sheriff 
Hanlon.” Hanlon was formerly 
sheriff. 

Mrs. Harding said she was driv- 
ing alone in her automobile between 
Manville and New Brunswick on the 
night of September 14, 1922, when 
she was halted by a man who 
threatened her if she revealed what 
she had seen on the roadside. 


Mills Calls It “The Bunk.”’ 


James Mills, husband of Mrs. 
Mills. when told of the telegram, 
said: 

“That's the bunk,” he said. “I’ve 
received thousands of letters from 
cranks all over the world. I pay 
no attention to them. I take no 
stock in what people say about the 
case. I have nothing to fear from 
any of these so-called new revela- 
tions. I will be at home any time 
I’m needed for further questioning. 
I’ve already been given third de- 
grees in several places and all they 
got: out of -me was the - truth. 
Lawyers and private detectives have 
offered me their services, but I told 
them I did not need help from any 
source. The truth is my support.” 

Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall, wife 
of the slain pastor, who was re- 
leased from Somerset county jail 
yesterday on $15,000 bail, spent 
the day at her New Brunswick 
home with friends and relatives to 
comfort her. She had been confined 
for 40 hours following her arrest 
Wednesday. She is charged with 
the two murders. 

In the course of the day she was 
visited by two sisters of her hus- 
band.

powerful political sway in Mexico 
it -neter represented in fact a con- 
structive power for the people. 

“Tt i® an unavoidable fact that 
Catholic foreign public opinion be 
crroneous in regard to the s80- 
called religious question in México,” 
he said. ‘since it is natural for the 
‘American people, for instance, to 
judge the church in Mexico by the 
standards of the church in the 
Thited States, without taking into 
consideration that historical and 
political conditions, that race and 
methods of government have been 
additiona) factors which have di- 
versified the role of the religious 
institutions in both countries. 
_"'Without possessing an exact 
lenowledge at least of our political 
histery of the nineteenth century, 
there cah not be appreciated the 
eauses whith gave rise to the con- 
stitution of 1857 and the reform 
laws of 1859, which are the bases 


ef the Mexican legislation dealing 


with religious matters. To judge

England. Py 
Church Domination. 


“The church exercised a complete 
dotninion over the. country during 
three cénturies without being able 
to launch a movement of progress 
that would, when independence was 
achiéved, place Mexico among the 
countries enjoying modern stand- 
ards of life. After the war of inde- 
pentience, at the beginning of the 
ninéteenth century, the church in 
Mexieo exercised a great political 
sway, but it never represented in 
fact a constructive power for the 
peoplé. The struggles for reform 
put an end to a continuous state of 
political friction between the liberal 
and conservative parties, the latter 
having the decisive support of the 
church. Upon the triumph of the 
liberal party, it was possible to 
separate the church from thé state.. 
Hmiting the religious institutions to 
the spiritual action, the only one 
Which belongs to them. 

“The reform movement gave to 
“the country a magna charta in which 
theré were embodied liberal princi- 
ples which no other country had 
yét established in the middle of the 
mnetéenth century. These princi- 


s. ples have been gradually adopted in 
‘the constitutions of several Euro- 


pean and Latin-American coWMtries. 

.“The policy of President Calles’ 
governmént is. in fact, a continua- 
tion of the one that prompted the 
reform movement, and article 130 
of the constitution of 1917, dealing 
with religious questions, is, in fact, 
the incorporation of article 123 of 
the consiitution of 1857 and of the 
reform laws of 1859. The decree 
amending the penal code doés noth- 
ing but establish regulations for 
laws already in existence for the 
last 70. years. 


“*Powerful Reasons Exist."’ 


“An unbiased consideration of 
the facts can not fail to show the 
uniformity of policy in regard to 
religious questions during the last 
70 years. Any person with a clear 
idea of sociological and political 
movements will realize that there 
must exist powerful reasons and 
special circumstances supporting 
the Mexican policy in all matters 
touching religious questions during 
the last 70 years. No unpopular 
moyement, no problem artificially 
efeated by a government can sur- 
vive in the political caléndar of a 
country during 70 years. 

“After the dictatorship of Por- 
firlo Diaz our country found prob- 
lems to be solved. The revolution 
of 1910 inaugurated a movement 
of new political ideas. And Mex- 
ico is at present passing through 
a creative period, spreading knowl- 
edge among the lower classes, es- 
tablishing credit insfitutions for 
\the befient of industry and agricul- 
ture, opening roads and irrigating 
lands. A rich minority rested 
@pon the wretched condition of 
the peor majority. This situation 
has been fully understood, and now 
it.is our purpose to make it clear 
* to others that the people must en- 
joy bettev conditions of life. And 
in order to carry out our purposes 
it has been necessary to place the 
country in a producing state and. 
to make the people, through educa- 
tlon, capable to produce. 

“At the present time, when the 
country is being’ reconstructed, 
the government of Mexico has 
Made clear that the _ reaction- 
ary éléments obstructing its work 
are being, as always _ before, 
instigated by the church. To 
the ‘maneuvers of the church and 
to its call to the people to dis- 
‘avow the constitution and the laws 
of the cuntry the president has 
_ ofly answered putting into force 
’ the laws already in existence, which

| the greatest outburst of religious 


fervor ever witnessed in Mexico 
kept the clergymen constantly on 
duty for the past week, was closed 
today. This, it was understood, 
was to allow the priests to com. 
plete their inventory of its great 
stdre of treasures. As the last 
services were ended at the cathe- 
dral last night a cordon of police 
was placed around the edifice, but 
this morning most of them were 
withdrawn and only a few stood 
guard at the gates through the day. 
The small groups which gathered 
seemingly wére actuated only by 
curiosity, and there were no signs 
of disturbance. 


Troubles Cease Quickly. 


So far as was known tonight the 
same condition prevailed in all 
parts of the republic, the only trou- 
ble reported being that- which took 
place last night when the officials, 
by order of the department of jus- 
tice, began placing under govern- 
ment seal church property, with the 
exception of the places of worship. 
Disorders broke out at that time in 
half a dozen places. 

In Puebla City the feeling among 
the populace is described as more 
bitter against the religious regula- 
tions than in most of the districts 
outside the capital. The archbishop 
there has appealed to all Catholics 
to shun violence and to work by 
lawful means to  ~0obring about 
amendment of the _ constitution, 
“thus fulfilling their duties as sons 
of the church and citizens.’ 


Wounded in Clashes. 


The wounded in the fighting last 
night included one woman; two 
men, who sustained minor bullet 
wounds, and two firemen, two po- 
licemen and three civilians, hit with 
stones. 

The two policemen were wounded 
and eleven persons, alleged to be 
Catholics, were arrested in a clash 
between worshipers and the police 
before the church of San Rafel. 
After the church closed last night, 
a jJarge crowd of worshipers re- 
mained, kneeling in the. street, 
praying. 

The police vainly attempted to 
disperse the gathering on the ground 
that it was a religious meeting held 
outside a church building which is 
forbidden by Mexican law. 

The worshipers refused to budge, 
a fireman was called and began 
playing the hose upon the worship- 
ers, Who retaliated with sticks and 
stones. 

Some shots also were fired. The 
police climbed to the windows of 
nearby housés and threw missiles 
down upon the crowd. These, to- 
gether with the water from the 
hose, finally dispersed the throng. 


Tension Blamed, 


The authorities say that in every 
case the trouble was due more to 
overwrought nerve than anything 
else. They expressed the belief

police precaution, Chief of Police 
Cruce instructed his men to take 
vigorous action against persons at- 
tempting to disturb public order. 
The department of war announced 
it was prepared promptly and effec- 
tively to suppress ‘‘once for all 
time’’ any efforts at disturbance 
anywhere in the republic. 

Attorney General Ortega was 
deeply moved and openly wept dur- 
ing the closing of the offices of the 
archbishopric at the cathedral here. 
Senor Ortega personally attended 
and supervised the closing of the 
offices, which was done under his 
orders. 

Archbishop Mora y Del Rio was 
not present personally when the 
archbishopric offices were sealed. 
Bishop Maximo Ruiz y Florez, the 
archbishop’s secretary. was in 
charge when Senor Ortega and his 
staff arrited. Monsignor Ruiz for- 
mally protested. Senor Ortega, al- 
though showing great ¢cmotion, pro- 
ceeded firmly in executing his own 
order. Afterward the attorney gen- 
eral asked Mgr. Ruiz if he had any- 
thing further to say. 

“I could say many things,” re- 
plied the prelate, ‘‘but it would be 
useless. Under the circumstances, 
what could be accomplished by any 
words of ours?”’ 


All Claimed By State. 


The Mexican government, in tak- 
ing charge of the property in Cath- 
olic churchs, claims, as it has 
claimed for many years, that the 
jewels and treasures and all prop 
erty within church buildings, as 
well as the real estate and the 
buildings themselves, are and have 
been the property of the federal 
government for more than half a 
century. 

This claim is made by virtue of 
the reform laws and the constitu- 
tion of the reform war period, 
which forbade the Church to own 
property in Mexico and declared all 
Church property confiscate®” The 
present constitution of 1917, re- 
peats the declaration ,that all 
church property belongs to the fed- 
eral government. The Catholic au- 
thorities never had admitted, nor 
do they admit at present the fed- 
eral government's claim to title to 
church property. Although at vari- 
ous, times in the past six years 
much Catholic Church* property 
has been diverted by the govern- 
ment. no efforts had beén made un- 
til today for some years literally 
to enforce the constitution on this 
point. ; 


Seek Clew to Riches. 


The government contention is 
that it loans to ee church 
buildings, groun jewels, com- 
munion plate and other properties. 
the title to which for 60 years has 
been constitutionally vested in the 
The government de- 
mands an inventory from every 
Catholic priest leaving his church 
in the hope that it will obtain a 
satisfactory estimate of the value 
of church property in Mexico. 

It is unofficially estimated that 
the jewels in Mexican Catholic 
churches alone are worth several 
million pesos. . 

One of the most valuable single 
pieces of jewelry is the crown of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe in the 
shrine of Guadalupe just outside 
the capital. [It is a beautiful gold 
creation, thickly studded with 
jewels. It is valued at between 
300,000 and 400,000 pesos. The 
fund to purchase the crown was 
raised years ago by popular sub- 


seription through Mexico. 


MEXICAN ARMS EMBARGO 
MAY INVOLVE U. S. IN CRISIS

embargo on commercial airplanes, 
which are invaluable for military 
purposes, has also been iifted.. The 
plan to lift the embargo on other 
shipments capable of being used for 
war purposes had the approval of 


the President and practical = ar- 
rangements to put it into operation 
were under way when the present 
religious agitation reached its 
height. 

Consequently, according to Latin 
American diplomats, the announce- 
ment by the president’s spokesman 
that the president will not lift the 
embargo at present amounts to a 
checking of the policy which was in 
operation and is tantamount to the 
clapping on of a new arms em- 
bargo which aids Calles and again 
puts the United States in the posi- 
tion of buffer between Calles and 
his opponents. It means, accord- 
ing to the Latin Americans, that 
Calles can continue to procure 
shipments of arms from the United 
States for his supporters, by the 
procurement of the necessary li- 
ceénse from the American State 
Department, but that all those who 
oppose Calles are barred from ob- 
taining arms ‘from the United 
States. Thus, the effective measure 
which the United States employed 
to protect former President Obre- 
gon from his political enemies 
two-and-a-half years ago is now 
being employed on behalf of Calles 
at a time when’ he is understood 
to need all the outside protection 

which he can procure. 

Reports reaching here state that 
Obregon is in Sonora province and 
has assumed leadership of one of 
the re#volutionary movements in 
Mexico. * Various other reports of 
impending trouble are réaching 
diplomatic quarters, here. In con- 
nection with ‘reports that the lead- 
ers of the Mexican army are waver- 
ing in some instances come reports 
that Calles is at the present moment 
preparing to order a large consign- 
ment of arms and war munitions 
from the United States. 

President Coolidge placed the 
embargo .on arms shipmen to 
Mexico in January, 1924, toward 
the end of the Obrégon administra- 
tion. The move was designed to 
strengthen America’s position ' in 
négotiations then pénding reiative 
to American claims, Obregon nad 
made the appeal for the arms em- 
bargo in order to protect his regime 
against dangers threatening from 
various quarters. Later, the Mexi- 
can govéfnment increased its pow- 
er and prestige partly as a result

But recently there has been a move 
on foot to have the embargo lifted. 
Charles B. Warren, formerly Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Mexico, is upn- 
derstood to have advised the State 
Department against maintaining 
the ban on American arms. Other 
advisers’ of the President have 
urged the same thing. It was con- 
tended that foreigners were selling 
arms to Mexico while Americans 
were excluded and%that this placed 
Americans in the position of. being 
discriminated against by their own 
government. 

Furthermore, it was contended 
that the border patrol to supervise 
arms shipments was costly and un- 
necessary. And, in additon, it was 
maintained that the embargo placed 
Uncle Sam in the position of per- 
petually acting as guarantor to the 
Calles regime and irrespective of 
whatever the Mexican people them- 
selves might think of the Calles 
brand of so-called radical policies. 

In view of these representations, 
President Coolidge decided upon 
the policy of gradually lifting the 
embargo. None naturally foresaw 
present, complications when the 
policy of lifting the embargo was 
approved. But circumstances have 
now apparently compelled the ad- 
ministration to countermand its 
own program of lifting the embargo 
and initiate a policy of putting on 
the embargo instead of continuing 
the process of taking it off. 


Vatican Asserts Mexico

Government Employes, Peons, 
Deputies and Agrarians 
to March Today. 


ORATORS WILL DEFEND 
CALLES’ CHURCH POLICY 


Catholics’ Union Men Urged 
to Absent Themselves 
. From Demonstration. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Mexico City, July 31.—Interest 
of the metropolis shifted over night 
from the fierce religious struggle 
to the demonstration of the Mexi- 
can Confederation of Labor tomor- 


row in support of the Calles govern- 
ment as an expression of sympathy 
with the policies and procedure of 
the government toward the Catho- 
lics. 

Every labor organization in the 
capital and federal district will 
bring its strong contingent to the 
parade which leaders assert will be 
the largest and most imposing 
demonstration of labor’s strength 
in the history of Mexico. 

In the gigantic parade will ap- 
pear all classes of society from the 
humble peon to the employes of 
the government, many of whom oc- 
cupy high posts. 

All traffic within the capital and 
its environs will be suspended dur- 
ing the parade so that persons 
reaching the city must travel early 
and expect to remain until late in 
the afternoon, when traffic will be 
resumed. 


Troops to Be Held Ready. 


To prevent disorder during the 
labor demonstration, heavy detach- 
ments of federal troops will bé con- 
céntrated in all .the city barracks 
and held ready to move to the scene 
of any difficulty on a moment's 
notice. Mounted and foot police 
and other city guardians all will 
be on duty for the day. 

Catholic circulars and exhorta- 
tions from 100 pulpits in the city 
yesterday advised Catholic people 
to remain calm, making no attempt 
at disorder against the demonstra- 
tion. 

It is said that every officer of 
the national government and all 
departmental employes of Mexico 
City and the surrounding towns 
and villagés, with those of the fed- 
eral district, as well as employes of 
the postal system will take part in 
the parade. All lodges of the 
Mexican Masons, the Grand Orient 
heading the Scottish Rite degrees, 
socialists, agrarians and _ anti- 
Catholic societies will also form a 
part of the demonstration. 


Deputies and Orators. 


All deputies belonging to the 
government party will march in the 
parade. 

As the procession moves through 
the principal avenues of the capi- 
tal, noted orators will be stationed 
along the way to present the gov- 
ernment’s side of the religious 
question.

niind as well as the physical. In 
the old days there were a few 
men of extraordinary physical 
strength and resistance, who 
lasted for a while in spite of 
their weaknesses in conduct, but 
they were rare exceptions. Now- 
adays we find ewen the begin- 
ners trying to beat John Barley- 
corn. They always: lose. 


I attribute most of this heavy 
‘and damaging drinking to the pro- 
hibition laws. A few years ago it 
Was not unusual for ball players to 
drink beer and ale after.their game 


and in many cases it did a lot of 
good. 
against beer drinking. The players | 
can..not get good beer now, how- 
ever, and those who do slip take a 
gecret flier at-hard liquor. Even 
that is usually bad whisky or gin, 
secured in some roundabout way 
while the teams are on the road. 
‘This secret drinking is tenfold 
‘worse than .the open drinking of 
beer’ and ale.

RECRE ATION SCHOOL NOW. 


Mounting expenditures of public 
funds for recreation and the grow- 
ing appreciation of the use of leis- 
ure time as a national issue, which 
have created a real problem in sup- 
plying leadership, are given as 
reasons for the establishment of 
the National Recreation school, 
open September 7 in 
New York city. 

The new school is established 
and maintained by the Playground 
and Recreation Association of 
America, and is considered an im- 
portant step in the leisure-time 
movement. The faculty is being 
chosen from among the men and 
women who have been suceessful 
in national and local recreation 
work, the course will cover all 
types of recreational activities nec- 
essary to a professional graduate 
training, and for the first year the 
number of students will be limited 
to’ 50. 

A survey for playground and 
community recreation for 1923 
states that 742 cities in the United 
States are supporting recreation 
programs and over 17,000 leaders 
are employed. This remarkable 
growth in the movement has eome 
so suddenly that the, country. has 
not been prepared with trained lead- 
ers,

(By A. P.).—Jonn Reissler, New 
York lightweight, was exonerated 
of responsibility for the death of 
Jackie Jones, of Oklahoma, by a 
coroner’s jury today.

Report on Duties of Line and 
Staff Officers Is Being 
Prepared. 


_ /RETIREMENT SOUGHT 
BY FEWER CAPTAINS 


Board Soon to Select Dental 
Corps Members for 
Promotion. 


Careful scrutiny will be made of 
the personnel situation In the navy 


during the next sessjon of Congress. 
This will include th the number 
of officers and enlisted men and 
their duties. 

Members of the House appropria- 
tions committee were rather severe 
critics of-practically all naval esti- 
mates during the hearings on the 
naval appropriation bill at the last 
session, and frequently protested 
against the total number of officers 
and enlisted men in the naval estab- 
lishment. That committee recom- 
mended only 82,000 enlisted men 
for the navy for this fiscal year, al- 
though the operating program for 
this year requires at least 86,000 
men. The Senate attempted ta get 
the budget recommendation for 383,- 
000 men approved. with the result 
that the figure was compromised 
at 82,500. 

The House naval committee show- 
ed mcre than ordinary interest in 
the duties of line and staff officers. 
The Navy Department was called 
upon to furnish that committee, on 
the reconvening of Congress in De- 
cember, with complete information 
relative to the commissioned pér- 
sonnel, showing the assignment and 
duties of all line and staff officers 


as of September 30, 1926. The 
Navy Department already has 


initiated steps for preparation of 
this report. 


One Application Since Spring. 


During the last few months there 
has been a noticeable decrease in 
the number of captains of the navy 
applying for retirement after 30 
years’ service. Only one such ap- 
plication has been received since the 
spring of this year, being that of 
Capt. David C. Hanrahan, in charge 
of the branch hydrographic office 
at New York city, who will go on 
the retired list October 1. 

The new equalization-of-promo- 
tion. law provides that, if available, 
selection boards in the staff corps 
of the navy be composed of officers 
of the corps concerned, and that, 
if there are not a sufficient number 
of staff officers of suitable rank, 
rear admirals of the line may be 
detailed to such duty. The only 
corps in which this situation now 
exists is the dental corps, which at 
present has no officers above the 
rank of lieutenant commander, and 
which is entitled under the new law 
to have certain of its officers pro- 
moted to the rank of commancer. 
A board of rear admirals soon will 
be detailed to make selections for 
these promotions.

FARMERS AND THE TARIFF. 


It is demanded that “‘the policy of eco- 
nomic equality of agriculture with other 
industries shall be carried into effect by 
the enactment of legislation which will 
permit the establishment of an American 
price-level for agricultural products 
above the world price-level, just as the 
protective tariff accomplishes that re- 
sult for manufactured products.” 

This raises the questions: What sort 
of legislation can “establish a price-level 
for agricultural products above the price- 
level” except legislative price-fixing? 
What determines the prices of agricul- 
tural products? What is price? 

It is admitted by all that legislative 
price-fixing is both uneconomic and: un- 
safe, not to say unsatisfactory. It was 
tried during the world war; and the evil 
effects have not yet disappeared. Every 
war power given a government agency to 
fix prices,.or to guarantee a price, upset 
all normal economic laws, and was justi- 
fied only as an-emergency. The food- 
control act of the war period guaranteed 
the growers of wheat a minimum price. 


and the price fixed by the food control 
authorities was below the market price. 
It saved the consumers but sacrificed the 
growers of wheat, including the farmers. 

What act of Congress short of actual 
price-fixing will “permit the establish- 
ment of an American price-level for agri- 
cultural products” above the world price- 
level?

Not the 
tariff, but the American cost of produc- 
tion, that is higher labor and higher cost 
of materials, are responsible for a price- 
level above the world level. 

All American farm products are pro- 
tected against foreign farm products; 
and the same rule applies to them. If 
the supply of some domestic agricultural 
products exceeds the domestic demand, it 
does not alter the operation of the law 
of protection in the slightest. The same 
economic Jaws operate in the case of agri- 
cultural products as operate in the. case 
of manufactured products. There is and 
can be no “price fixing” about either. 
The solution of the farm problem lies 
elsewhere than in an attack on the pro-

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SHAW REFUSES TO BE MUZZLED. 


George Bernard Shaw has an inherent 
objection to being censored. As a 
dramatist, he has had many a tilt with 
the British lord chamberlain, who is the 
official licenser of plays and without 
whose permit no tragedy, comedy, farce, 
or opera can be produced on any public 
stage in Britain. A quarrel with the lord 
chamberlain is, of course, excellent ad- 
vertising, for the public is naturally 
curious to see anything that is on any 
ground declared objectionable and, even 
when deletions have been made to the 
satisfaction of the censor, the curiosity 
still persists and manifests itself in a 
gratifying way to the presiding genius 
of the box office. There are, however, 
ways of outwitting officialdom and still 
leaving the corpus delicti untouched. 
The lord chamberlain’s writ daes not run 
in Ireland and when, a few years ago, a 
license was refused to “‘The Showing Up 
of Blanco Posnet” for production in Lon- 
don, Shaw scored a decided success by 
having that play packed off to Dublin 
and brought out with great eclat on the 
stage of the Abbey theater in that city. 
He has recently turned to profitable 
account another though somewhat differ- 
ent attempt to muzzle him. On the oc- 
casion of his seventieth birthday, a din- 
ner was given in his honor and, ‘as the 
radio in Britain is under the control of 
the postmaster general, the promoters 
of the affair sought permission to broad- 
cast the speech of the guest of the eve- 
ning. It was intimated that the request 
would be complied with, if Shaw promised 
to abstain from controversial remarks 
and, as a guarantee of good faith, sub- 
mitted in advance a copy of his speech. 
To neither condition would the fiery Celt 
give inhis adhesion. The result was that 
his unbroadcasted speech was wafted to 


the press, and in that way reached mil- 
lions more people than would have heard 
him on the air and then gone away and 
forgotten what he said.

THE ELGIN MARBLES. 

Hard upon the heels of the announce- 
ment that the steel helmet, worn by Lord 
Byron when he was fighting for the in- 
dependence of Greece more than a cen- 
tury ago at Missolonghi, has been pre- 
sented to the Ethnological Museum at 
Athens, comes word that Alexander Phil- 
adelpheus, a noted Greek archaeologist, 
is seeking the return to Greece of the 
famous Elgin marbles, which were car- 
ried to England by Lord Elgin. early in 
the nineteenth century, and which are 
now housed in the British Museum in 
London. According to the dispatches, 
Philadelpheus is conducting a vigorous 
campaign to have at least the missing 
caryatid and the corner column of Justice 
restored to the Erechtheion on the Acro- 
polis, both as an act of fairness and as 
an architectural necessity. He claims 
that in case of an earthquake, such as 
that which shook Athens in 1894, the 
whole temple might fall unless the ab- 
sent marbles are restored. It is, how- 
ever, added significantly that the Greek 
republic is anxious to regain the whole 
of its artistic heritage. Thus, between 
the agitation for the giving back to Jre- 
land of the Lane collection of French 
paintings and the Greek demand for the 
Elgin marbles, the British government 
would seem to be in for a troublous pe- 
riod of international complications in 
connection with objects of art. 
The action of Lord Elgin in removing 
from Athens those magnificent relics 
of antiquity, which have ever since been 
known under his title, was variously re- 
garded. By some it was: considered pure 
vandalism. Byron took that view, and 
added the worse imputation that it was 
a mere cornmercial transaction. Already 
in “English Bards” he had a sneer at 
Elgin; he returns to the charge in the 
second canto of “Childe Harold,” where 
he speaks of “the last, the worst, dull 
spoiler ;” and, finally, in “The Curse of 
Minerva,” he penned a fierce philippic 
against Eigin, roundly accusing him as 
a thief and the British nation as a re- 
ceiver of stolen goods: 

Be ever hail’d with equal honour here 

The Gothic monarch and the British peer: 

Arms gave the first his right, the last had 


none, 
But basely stole what less barbarians won. 
J Ng 7”

The last lines refer to the fact that in 
1816 the British government purchased 
the collection for £35,000; but it is only 
fair to the memory of Elgin to state that 
the cost to him had been anywhere from 
£50,000 to £74,000. 

Others consider that, had those pre- 
cious marbles been allowed to remain 
they must, in all likelihood, have perish- 
ed for ever amidst the scenes of violence 
which Athens subsequently witnessed. 
Still others justify the transfer on the 
ground of the great benefit that thereby 
accrued to British art. 

There were even not wanting defamers 
of the Elgin marbles. Thus, Payne 
Knight denounced them as the work of 
journeymen, unworthy the name of art- 
ists. Such aspersions, however, made no 
real headway, and opinion has long since 
crystalized into the belief that they zre 
of the highest artistic excellence, and 
are the work of Phidias or executed from 
his designs. Benjamin Haydon gave 
concrete expression to this judgment 
when he said: “Were the Elgin Marbles 
lost, there would be as great a gap in art 
as there would be in philosophy if New- 
ton had never existed.” 

It is scarcely conceivable that the Brit- 
ish nation is likely to consent to the sur- 
render of such treasures, in whole or tm 
part, unless under the pressure of duress 
or of the direst necessity.

A GREAT ARBORETUM. 


While Congress left in the air the bills 
to extend the Botanic garden and to es- 
tablish a national arboretum in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the State of New York 
is-proceeding with the work of increasing 
its “tree nurseries” with the ultimate 
purpose of creating a park of more than 
5,000 acres to be developed into the 
greatest arboretum in the world. Al- 
ready 1,000 acres have been devoted to 
such purpose. The arboretum was creat- 
ed through the generosity of the late 
William P. Letchworth, of Buffalo, who 
transferred his beautiful estate, Glen 
Iris, in the foothills of the Alletheny 
mountains and along the banks of the 
Genesee river, to the State for a park 
for all time. .

Using @arcasm in 
lieu of argument ‘‘‘Fair Play” sug- 
gests that I invest some of my 
money in the milk business, apd he 
further disputes the percentage of 
the spread asserting that the retail 
price of ‘20 per cent butter. fat 
cream (sic) is from 17 to 20 cents 
per half pint botttle. The whole- 
sale price is around $1.70 per gal- 
lon, of which the farmer gets $1.20 
to $1.30.”’ 

Unfortunately “Fair Play’s’’ ar- 
gument, as is so frequently the case 
with a special pleader's figures, is 
based upon a false premise. He 
states the minimum price for what 
he terms “20 per cent butter fat 
cream,’’ as 17 cénts per half pint 
and the maximum at 20 cents. He 
will find that the maximum is fre- 
several cents above his 


minimum is found only in a few cut- 
rate chain stores, and that cream 
delivered in half-pint bottles can 
not be o¥Vtained at 17 cents from 
of the principal dealers. 

As to the price paid tothe farmer. 
The assertion that the spread. is ap- 
proximately 500 per cent between 
the price paid for milk and the 
price paid for cream is based upon 
figures furnished by the bureau of 
agricultural economics of the De- 
partment of Agriculture.

If ‘Fair Play’’ will 
take his lead pencil and do a little 
figuring he can ascertain how far 
off was ‘‘Consumer of Cream’”’ in his 
estimate of the extent of the spread 
at 500 per cent between the farm 
price of milk and the kitchen-door 
price of the cream he consumes in 
his coffee. 

The suggestion that the writer 
invest his spare cash in the dairy 
business or one of his ‘‘corelated 
industries’’ meets with a sort af ‘Tu 
aquoque”’ response. If ‘Fair Play’”’ 
wishes to try his hand at produc- 
ing milk for market the correspond- 
ent of The Post will agree to turn 
over to him a small dairy farm in 
New York State for a period of five 
years if he will pay the taxes and 
keep the fences in order. 


Consumer Has Also Been Producer. 


The original communication to 
The Post which has brought forth 
this discussion was intended to di- 
rect attention to the fact that the 
tariff commission is sending out ‘‘ex- 
perts’’ to ascertain facts as to the 
cost of production of milk in the 
United States, and in Canada, with 
the idea of finding an excuse for 
recommending a higher rate of duty 
on Milk and cream imported from 
Canada. That information can be 
obtained far more easily and quite 
as accurately from the dairy divi- 
sion of tHe Department of Agricul- 
ture with its coordinated offices. 
The proposed inquiry is absolutely 
inexcusable afid a waste of public 
money by the tariff commission, 
which is conducting the ‘‘survey,”’ 
and will simply duplicate 90 per 
cent of similar work better per- 
formed by the department of the 
government which is charged with 
such investigations.

To the Editor of The Post—-Sir:

He Feels the United States Is 
Wrong in Refusing to Recognize 
the Soviet Government in Russia. 


To the Editor of The Post——Sir: 
A short article appeared in your 
columns a day or so ago stzting 
that an American citizen had «een 
arrested and placed in prison in 
Russia. The article further stated 
that the State Department was 
powerless to make any investiga- 
tion. 3 

Isn’t it about time the press of 
the country made an attempt to 
wake up the government? There 
is no reason why this government 
should not recognize the govern- 
ment of Russia. 


Rechgnition neither approves nor 
disapproves the kind of government 
which a people have. It merely 
recognizes a fact, to wit, that there 
is a people and they have a govern- 
ment, and we propose to recognize 
it for the purpose of carrying on 
business and maintaining as nearly 
as possible amicable relations with 
other peoples. 

We didn’t approve, I presume, 
the form of government which Tur- 
key has, but we didn’t even break 
with her during the war. I take it 
most of us didn’t approve of the 
czar’s form of government-——the 
most cruel and bloody, perhaps, in 
all the history of the world. But 
we recognized it. 

To deny that the Russian people 
exist; that they have a form of gov- 
ernment which has proven itself 
Stable, able to exist, is gross ig- 
norance. Recognizing this, what 
prevents recognition of that gov- 
ernment and the making of ade- 
quate protection for Ameériean citi- 
zens on Russian soil? 

President Coolidge at one time 
stated: “America will go to the 
moral and economic aid of Russia 
whenever that government shows 
any disposition to compensate our 
citizens who were despoiled and 
recognize that debt contracted with 
our government and whenever the 
active enmity to our institutions is 
abated.’”’ The Russian government 
has made advances toward the com- 
pensation of despoiled citizens and 
discussion of a debt settlement. 
Surely at this time 
\government is exhibiting no 
enmity to our institutions.” 

Where is the President and what 
is now to hinder his fostering a 
move toward recognition?

As premier he had the 
greatest glory which can come to a 
British subject. l other Asquiths 
and Askwiths t a back seat for 
the premier. 

Even after he left office at the 
beginning of the war he remained 
a great leader in the liberal party 

' and ran neck to neck with Lloyd 
George as a prominent figure in 
. British politics. 


“Lord Oxford’? Small Identity. 


But when plain Mr. Asquith was 
no longer able to withstand the 
viandishments of a peerage and be- 
_ came Lore Oxford and Asquith, he 
’ began to slip. By degrees the As- 

quith was lost in the newspapers 
» and he became merely Lord Oxford. 

The name suggests the univer- 
sity, or the dictionary. 

That put him into the classs with 
hundreds of lords who are merely 
lords by virtue of birth, because 
they have given liberally to chari- 
ties or distinguished themselves by 
public service. Also it robbed, him 
of the right to sit in the house of 
commons, and sitting in the house 
of lords is a thankless task. 


Lloyd George Avoids Pecrage. 


Lloyd George has avoided a peer- 
age. He realizes that the house of 
commons is the forum which is 
really important. Consequently he 
held an advantage over Lord Oxford 
and Asquith in the struggle they 
were having for supremacy in the 
liberal party. 

Lord Birkenhead is another who 
took a chance when he accépted a 
peerage. He had been Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain, which 
ig a sort of combination of the posts 
of President of the Senate and 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United’ States, and was 
ranked as one of Great Britain’s 
ablest legal lights. 


Bore the Name of F. E. Smith, 


Staggering under ‘the_ plebian 
name of F. E. Smith, he managed | 
to lend brilliancy even to that name. 

but when a peerage was tendered 
he assumed the more high-sound- 
ing title of Lord Birkenhead. By 
attacks on what he described as 
the stupidity and inactivity of the 
house of lords membership, how- 
ever, he has kept himself in the 
limelight through suggestions for 
its reform. 

William E. Gladstone did 
accept a peerage. He saw danger 
to a liberal politician in the as- 
sumption of the hobbies which 
membership in the house of lords 
carries with it. Arthur Balfour de- 
‘clined to become a peer for:-many 
years and as plain Mr. Balfour be- 
came one of Britain’s greatest 
diplomatists.

“ages are held by men known only 
Wo readers of Burke's peerage and 
of the social and sporting columns 
of prominent British newspapers. 
A lord is on the defensive, and 
must show great ability to attract 
’ attention from the general publi¢ 
and gain space in the press. Ram- 
say MacDonald and Lloyd George 
hold universal fame but their light 
might be put under a bushel were 
they to become peers and assume 
some high-sounding name which

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MINUTE DESCRIPTION 
GIVEN ABOUT SKIRT 


Various Parts Appear Scién- 
tifically Treated in Per- 
fect Laundering. 


By SADIE DUNN. 

Now that the electric washer has 
definitely solved at least one-half 
of the laundry problem in the aver- 
age electrified home, our interest 
naturally turns to the ironer. It 
certainly is an all-around ironing 
device. A little practice enables 
one to do all sorts of work with it. 

Usually I sort and fold, the table- 
cloths, sheets, towels and napkins 
as I take them, ,still quite damp, 
from the line. The large pieces I 
fold in center lengthwise, right side 
out, and iron them that way on both 
sides before folding, or I fold as I 
iron which some find even more 
convenient. If the clothes have 
been thoroughly dried and aired, 
dampen them evenly, not quite as 
much as vou would for hand iron- 
ing. 

Round or circular pieces so very 
difficult to iron by hand are quite 
simple to do on the ironer. If the 
piece is under 30 inches in diameter 
lay the piece right side up on the 
roll. _ Feed through following the 
thread. On the second pass give a 
quarter turn to insure true form. 
Feed through again ironing the op- 
posite side. When ironing a large 
round centerpiece of tablecloth, 

ace it half way through before 
applying pressure and iron from 
center outward. 


About Pillow Cases. 


Pillow cases are usually fed 
through in one operation, closed end 
first. Embroidered cases should be 
fed over a towel, face down, thus 
bringing out the embroidery work 
in bold relief. Sheets are ‘folded 
with hems together, and then again 
with hems to the right. 

This is my way of ironing a 
shirt: I lay it across my lap, neck 
band to the left and left bosom and 
sleeve up. Then I place.the left 
sleeve over the roll which has been 
released to permit the cuff to slide 
beyond ironing contact. With the 
underarm seam to the right>as a 
guiding line the shirt is then fed 
through the shoulder seam. . Re- 
lease pressure, turn the sleeve. and 
iron the opposite side to the 
shoulder seam. Iron both sides of 
the cuff, the first time on the right 
side. Repeat the same operation 
on the right sleeve. 


Turn the Shirt Over. 


The back of the shirt is then 
folded wrong side out with a crease 
down the center. The back tail of 
the shirt is placed over the iron- 
ing roll with the seams on the edge 
of the left open end. Apply pres- 
suré@ ‘and draw the shirt toward you 
at the same time sliding it slightly 
to the left, in order to miss the 
arm pit on the next operation. Ap- 
ply pressure and iron well up into 
the yoke. Release. 

The left front tail is then placed 
over the roll right side up and with 
seam again-on edge of the left 
open ends of the iron roll. Apply

Invention Films Singer 
And Reproduces Voice 


New York, July 31 (By the Asso- 
ciated. Press )——-A symphony orches- 
tra of 100 pieces playing a musical 


score synchronized with the motion 
picture has been made possible for 
the smallest houses by the perfec- 
tion of the vitaphone. 

The music is ‘photographed”’ 
with the picture, but its sponsors 
have made it clear that ‘the vita- 
phone is not like other inventions 
which have attempted to project 
normal tones through light rays 
controlled by the film. 

This instrument is a recording de- 
vice, similar in some respects to the 
phonograph recorder, which is run 
at the same speed as the camera 
while the picture is being photo- 
graphed. Production so far has 
consisted only of pictures of grand 
opera stars and concert artists, both 
the action and sound being photo- 
graphed for presentation in a man- 
ner which is claimed to equal in 
every respect the original. : 

The -actual working of the vita- 
phone was demonstrated when Ma- 
rion Talley, one of the artists, sang 
an aria from ‘‘Rigoletto.”’ 


She sang in a motion picture set- 
ting bullt on the stage of the Man- | 
hattan.Opera house, while cameras | 
were perched on stands built above | 
the seats. While the master cam- 
era, controlling the recording disk | 
in a laboratory in another part of | 
the building, continuously ground | 
through the scene, other cameras | 
took required close-ups. |

The _ police 
‘dug itself in’’ 


traffic bureau has 
for a six-months job 
reissuing, for a three-year period, 
the 150,090 automobile drivers’ 
permits in existence a month ago, 
when the amendment to the traffic 
act was passed by Congress. 

Plans in advance for the work 
were of a general nature only and 
it remained for actual experience 
to develop how much of a task lay 
before the clerks that have been 
specially hired and organized by 
Inspector E. W. Brown, in com- 
mand of the bureau, to renew the 
expired permits. 

The corps of clerks has been at 
work for two weeks now and, al- 
though applications for renewals 
have been coming in at the rate of 
1,000 or more a day, only 5,000 old 
permits have been reissued. Part 
of this delay, with consequent con- 
gestion of work, has been due to 
slowness of printers in delivering 
the necessary stationery and part 
has been due to the fact ¢hat the 
process of handling this mass of de- 
tail has had to be devised as the 
work progressed. Inspector Brown 
hopes to reduce the handling of ap- 
plications to a routine that will 
grind out an average of 1,000 re- 
newed permits a day. 

Meanwhile, the regular force of 
the traffic bureau is issuing new 
permits to drivers who have not 
had old ones. At this rate it is ex- 
pected that 25,000 will be issued 
each month and that the 150,000 
will be in the hands of applicants 
by January 15, next. The work of 
issuing the permits is made slower 
by lack of understanding on the 
part of motorists of what they are 
expected to do, says’ Inspéctor 
Brown. For instance, the story got 
abroad that the old permits are 
valid for a year from the passage 
of the act, or until next July. 

This is not the case. The law 
gives the director of traffic until 
July 3, 1927, in which to complete 
the reissuance of old permits and 
the police department pursues the 
policy of not arresting motorists for

driving with old permits until all 
have had opportunity to obtain re- 
newed ones. But the old permits 
are not valid, and Inspector Brown 
and Director of Traffic Eldridge 
have expressed the hope that motor- 
ists will not delay applying for re- 
newals with the mistaken idea that 
they do not have to apply for re- 
newals until next July. 


Old Permit Numbers Omitted. 


Another thing that causes delay 
is tjat many applicants fail to place 
the numbers of their old permits in 
the blank space provided for that 
purpose in the upper left-hand cor- 
ner of the application forms. Since 
the traffic bureau depends on this 
number for access to the record of 
each motorist in determining 
whether there is any reason why 
the permit should not reissue, ap- 
plications omitting these numbers 
are sent back to the applicants. 

Some motorists who send checks 
or money orders for the $3 fee for 
their new three-year permits do not 
know to whom to make the orders 
payable. Director Eldridge asks 
that all checks and money orders be 
made payable to “Collector of Tax- 
es, District of Columbia.”’

ERCY WINTER, whose father, William Winter, long years ago was 
p dean of American dramatic critics, comes into his own at the Na- 
tional theater this week. He will essay the leading role in the cele- 
brated American comedy, ‘‘Lightnin’.”’ 
Thirty years ago Percy Winter was director of a stock company that 
held forth on the boards of the National theater. This was the last 
stock company that ever played the National until’ the advent of the 


players assembled under the banner of Stephen Cochran. 
Tomorrow night when the curtain goes up on “Lightnin’ ”’ Percy |

Winter will be in his element. He understudied Frank Bacon in the role, 
and when that venerable actor died» in harness ‘Mr. Winter stepped into | 


his place—in Chicago. 

O F all the plays that strike the American fancy, ‘‘Lightnin’”’ stands | 
in the foremost rank. Frank Bacon, who played the lead role 

for almost five years, was its author. He had carried the script with him 

round the country for many seasons before it was produced. 

Another Frank—the famous Doctor of Literature, president and or- 
ganizer of the Frank P. Morse Marching and Social club, of this city-— 
had something to do with “‘Lightnin’,” though in a quiet way. Mr. 

a” : Morse, for many years dramatic editor of The Washington Post, was a 
great admirer of Frank Bacon. The two Franks had been friends for 
long years. So when Frank Bacon completed his play one of the first | 
who ever had the privilege of reading it was Frank Morse. 

“What do you think of it, Frank?” asked Bacon. “I think it’s as 
good as gold,’’ said the old haranguer of plays. “I’ve been sitting out 
front ever since Harry Rapley wore knee pants, and I’ve seen lots of 
‘em that were worse than this. Go ahead and have it produced.” 

Frank Bacon, however, had other thoughts. His pride of author- 
ship was a minus quantity. He thought ‘‘Lightnin’”’ was no go00d— 
and said so. He kept doctoring it, rewriting, and finally he started to’ 
peddle it. True to form, it was turned down by many. managers. 

For some reason or other, Frank Bacon could never quite realize that 
he had written a successful play. Even when ‘Lightnin’ ”’ was an estab- , 
lished success on Broadway he feared something would happen. Frank 
Morse went to visit the old actor in his dressing room after the play 
had gone in itS second or third year. 


‘‘Well,”’ said Morse, “It’s just what I told you—the play is a whir]- 
wind.”’ 


“Right now it is,’’ said Frank Bacon, ‘‘but you never can tell about 
the public. It’s rather fickle, you know, Frank,’’ and so he kept on to 
the end of his days; wondering and marveling at a success he could 
never quite fully enjoy; always fearful that something would come 


along and spoil it all. 

Seat BACON is dead and “‘Lightnin’’’ goes on; and probably will 
go on for many years to come—a good, substantial, clean, comedy 

that hits the rank and file among theatergoers for the simple reason 

that it has wrapped in its heart an appeal that is everlasting. 

Percy Winter, who now steps to the fore as Frank Bacon’s successor, 
looks enough like the author of ‘Lightnin’ ”’ to be his brother; and yet, 
as all these resemblances go, he is as far different from Bacon in make- 
up as Bacon was from Joseph Jefferson.

Winter and Jefferson are perfect portraits of the type Bacon wrote 
into ‘Lightnin’ ’’—a loveable old fellow who was there when he was 
needed. There is one in every town in America; perhaps in the world.

Incidentally, the play was first staged at the National theater—and 
Frank Morse reviewed it for The Post.

MUSIC AND 


MUSICIANS

HERE is a wholesome music 

lesson in the action of the 

business men of Seattle, 
Wash., which might be taken to 
heart by similar groups in other 
cities. The Men’s club of Plymouth 
church, Seattle, numbering among 
its members the most influential 
business men in that city, decided 
that Seattle was deficient musically 
and investigated the possibility of 
holding a concert series; available 
to their own church members and 
to the outside public. 

They engaged four of America’s 
leading solo artists and gave a 
series of civic concerts which 
packed the largest auditorium. 

The success of the series has 
been due to the care with which the 
artists have been chosen, and the 
untiring work of the members of 
the Men’sclub. The committee has 
served voluntarily and without re- 
muneration for four years and can 
look with pride on their success. 

Washington might well copy 
their efforts with pride and splen- 
did results. A civic interest in 
music here would go far to develop 
this capital into what it should be, 
the center of musical America. 

The musicians of Washington are 
deeply interested in the merging of 
the broadcasting stations WCAP 
and WRC. Much interest in radio 
has always been taken by Wash- 
ington musicians and they have 
cooperated generously in providing 
the programs of these stations. 
Now that the combined stations will 
bring in more good music from 
New York it should be an incentive 
to the local talent to keep their 
own radio standards high and to 
give the best that is in them.

One of the most rapid successes 
in recent musical history is that of 
the Hart House String quartet, a 
Canadian organization, which will 
invade the United States next 
month for a series of concerts 
reaching as far westward as Chi- 
cago and Cedar Rapids, Iowa.

Average Wage of $9.56 
Per Week. 


' Berlin, July 31 (By A. P.).— 
ie average skilled workman in the 
fifteen leading German industries 
@arns~the equivalent of $9.56 a 
week of 48 hours, the ministry of 
industry and commerce reports. 
From this wage the employers de- 
duct for the federal government 
an income tax averaging 9 per cent 
for single persons and 8 per cent 
for married. 

The organized pbuilding trades 
workers, plutocrats of German 
labor, draw $13.15 a week. Miners 
rank second with $11.70. The 
average weekly pay of unskilled 
male workers is $7.75. The cost 
of living as shown by offictal re- 
ports is almost as high as that out- 
side of metropolitan districts in the 
United States.

Although this law expired July 1, 
landlords complain that tenants oc- 
cupying apartments before that 
date are still protected by the three 
months’ rule and that thousands 
barely avoid eviction by paying a 
month’s rent every third month.

AS WISCONSIN ISSUE 


Blaine Opposes Lenroot by 
Attacking Coolidge; Pro- 
gressives Split. 


3 SEEK GOVERNORSHIP 


Madison, Wis., July 31 (By A. 
P.).—President Coolidge’s admin- 
istration and the world court face 
another test in the Wisconsin pri- 
mary election September 7. 


United States Senator Itvine L. 
Lenroot, one of the administration 
leaders in the upper house, and the 
senator who led the successful fight 
for American adherence to the 
world court, holds the seat which is 
at stake. He is opposed for re- 
election by Gov. John J. Blaine, fo)l- 
lower of the late Robert M. La Fol- 
lette. 

Wisconsin has been. overwhelm- 
ingly. Republican in elections of the 
last decade. The campaign there- 
fore presents not a battle between 
parties, but a contest’ between 
progressive Republican followers of 
La Follette and those Republicans 
subscribing to the Republican plat- 
orm. 

Gov. Blaine is seeking the Repub- 
lican nomination on a platform 
which denounces the Coolidge policy 
on several questions and pledges ad- 
herence to the La Follette 
progressive principles. He is de- 
voting a larg? portion of his cam- 
paign to attacks upon the world 
court, which he asserts is the prin- 
cipal issue in the senatorial contest. 

Senator Lenroot has charged that 
the world court has been grossly 
misrepresented in Wisconsin and 
asserted that he was guided in his 
voting on the tribunal and other 
matters, ‘‘not by what attitude the 
electorate assumed, but the posi- 
tion they would take if they pos- 
sessed the information he did.”’ 

Although young La Follette was 
elected to succeed his father, the 
mantle of leadership has not been 
recognized by some of the pro- 
gressives. 

La Follette, jr., ran for senator 
with the support of Gov. Blaine and 
Attorney General Ekern, as a result 
of which he is expected to recipro- 
cate. this fall and support their re- 
spective candidacies for United 
States senator and governor. Dis- 
sension appeared within the ranks 
and Fred Zimmerman, secretary of 
State, and Stanley Smith, former 
insurance commissioner, entered 
the gubernatorial campaign, seek- 
ing the support of progressives. 

The question looms as to the 
effect the three progressive candi- 
dates will have on the senatorial 
campaign.

CONOWINGO UNITS . 

YEARS IN PLANNING 

Power Will Be Transmitted 
75 Miles; Largest in the 


Atlantic Region. 


Philadelphia, July 31.—The com- 
pletion of the Conowingo develop- 
ment now being undertaken by the 
Philadelphia Electric Co., which, 
when completed, will be the largest 
hydroelectric installation on the At- 
lantic coast and the second largest 
in North America, was brought an- 


other step nearer with the award 
by Stone & Webster, construction 


engineers, of several of the giant 
electrical generators which are ul- 
timately to be operated at this 
plant. These generators, which are 
the largest of their type in the 
world, in both size and weight, are 
each rated at 40,000 KVA, and will 
be furnished by the Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co. In 


addition this company was awarded 
two 1;600 KVA. vertical’ water 
wheel generators and exciters, the 
total contract amounting to consid- 
erable above $1,000,000. 

The main generators, which will 
be of vertical type, will be part of 
eleven identical units to be in- 
stalled when the Conowingo plant 
is finally completed. Translated 
into more popular terms, the fin- 
ished installation will be capable of 
an output of approximately 550,000 
electrical horsepower. This will be 
considerably more than the power 
output of the Muscle Shoals plant, 
now rated as the foremost hydro- 
electric installation on the Atlantic 
seaboard. 


Has Taken Years to Plan. 


Years of careful planning by 
Walter H. Johnson, president of 
the Philadelphia Electric Co., Dr. 
W. C. L. Eglin, vice president and 
chief engineer, and the engineering 
staff, now are about to be realized 
with the construction of the Con- 
owingo plant. The actual work of 
design and construction was. en- 
trusted to Stone & Webster, the in- 
ternationally known engineering 
concern, particularly noted for its 
part in hydro electric developments 
throughout the world. 

The vertical water wheel genera- 
tors for the Conowingo develop- 
ment will weigh more than one and 
one-quarter million (1,250,000) 
pounds each. The overall diameter 
of aach machine is approximately 
40 feet and the height above the 
floor line will be approximately 27 
feet, which dimensions will indi- 
cate the gigantic size of this equip- 
ment. Ordinarily all of this type of 
machinery manufactured by the 
Westinghouse Co., is produced by 
the East Pittsburgh shops, but in 
this instance, part of the equip- 
ment will be made at the South 
Philadelphia works. 


Units of Unusual Design. 


Because it was necessary to in- 
clude special characteristics to 
make them particularly stable un- 
der vigorous operating conditions 
the vertical units are of unusual 
design. Also these units possess a 
feature different from the ordinary, 
in that a small.auxiliary generator 
will be mounted above the thrust 
bearing of the main generator, its 
shaft being bolted directly to the 
main generator and driven from. it. 

These auxiliary generators are to 
furnish power for the operation of 
essential auxiliaries such as pumps, 
and for driving, separate motor gen-. 
erator sets which in turn furnish the 
excitation for the main 40,000 KVA 
generators. ‘Directly above the aux- 
iliary generator will be mounted a 
small direct connected exciter used 
for exciting the auxiliary generator. 


Supplies Power 75 Miles. 


The Conowingo development will 
supply power to the system of the 
Philadelphia Electric Co., a distance 
of about 75 miles over two lines of 
transmission towers, initially, each 
carrying a single three-phase circuit 
at 220,000 volts. For the ultimate 
capacity a third circuit will be built. 

It is located near Conowingo, Md., 
on the Susquehanna river, near the 
Pennsylvania-Maryland State line 
and only 4 miles up-stream from 
tide water. It utilizes a drainage 
area of about 27.000 square miles. 
The dam, approximately 100 feet in 
height and 4,500 feet in length, will 
form a reservoir area of about 13% 


square miles or 8,600 acres, im- 
pounding approximately 12,500,- 
000,000 cubic feet of water. The 


water will extend up-stream a dis- 
tance of 14% miles, utilizing all the 
head available between the next 
power station at Holtwood and the 
Conowingo dam. Investigation has 
revealed the site to be of solid rock, 
especially favorable for a dam con- 
sthuction. 


Power Developed From Waterfalls. 


Iceland is developing electric 
power from its falling water for the 
extension of its industries and the 
increased comfort of its homes. The 
government has just granted a 60- 
year concession to certain interests 
for the erection of works and power 
plants to contain generators capa- 
ble of producing 40,000 horsepower 
of electric energy. Five Arnarfjord 
waterfalls in the northern section 
of Iceland are to be harnessed. 


High Pressures in Stations. 


Terrific steam pressures are 
used in some electric’ power sta- 
tions to generate current economi- 
cally for the public. In Boston a 
boiler which operates at 1,200- 
pound pressure, or six times the 
pressure of the ordinary railroad 
locomotive, -has proved, in service, 
that it reduces fuel consumption 
and thus helps cut down the cost

Last October WPG discussed with 
the Department of Commerce the 
question of installing a new trans- 
mitter and permission was given 
to increase the power from 500 to 
5,000 watts. The contract was 
awarded to the Graybar ‘‘Western 
Electric Co.’’ to build a new type 
transmitter, embodying all of the 
improvements of the last several 
years, and one that would have fea- 
tures enabling the station to main- 
tain its wave. The Bell laborato- 
ries’ engineers developed such an 
equipment, and the ultramodern 
transmitter delivered to the city of 
Atlantic City has a frequenoy sta- 
bilizer and a master oscillator de- 
vice, as well as many other improve- 
ments not in use by any other sta- 
tion inthe country. —

use their Wattage to measure relative value—lamps of 
large Wattage where much light is required and smaller - 
where little space needs light. On electrical appliances 
the number of Watts is not usually marked but quickly 
computed by this simple method: 


Every appliance bears a manufacturer’s plate on 
which is impressed the number of Volts and Amperes. 
All you need do is multiply these two units to ascertain 
the number of Watts. For example: An electric iron 
marked “Volts, 110—Amperes 5,” takes 550 Watts for 
its operation—110 multiplied by 5.

‘. Following an investigation ex- 
tending over several years, the 
American Automobile association 
{fgsued a statement yesterday ex- 
pressing unflinching opposition to 
compulsory automobile liability in- 
surance, which is now being agi- 


tated in many sections of the 
country. 


The national motoring body. has 
rearhed the conclusion that the 
claim of its sponsors that com- 
pulSory insurance would promote 


eafety is wholly unfounded and is 
based on.a deep-rooted fallacy. 
The statement from A. A. A. na- 


tional headquarters, put the propo- 
sal under ban  - the following 
counts: 

First—It is in no sense a safety 
measure, as there is no relation be- 
tween prevention of accidents and 
compensation for accidents. 

Seeond——All the evidence points 
to the probability that compulsory 
insurance would breed recklessness 
rather than promote greater care. 

-Third—It would subject the car 
owners in mass to a burden of 
$300,000,000 in compulsory pre- 
miums in order to provide protec- 
tion against a comparatively few 


motorists who are financially irre- 
sponsible. 

Fourth—It would tend to in- 
erease insurance rates because it 
would doO*away with the principle 
of selective risks. 

Fifth—It would inevitably degen- 
erate into State insurance and be an 
entering wedge for State control of 
évery other business. 


Charge Heavy Burden. 


The position of the A. A. A. is 
set forth in the following state- 
ment: 

It is generally admitted that less 
than 20 per cent of motorists carry 
insurance, leaving something like 
16,000,000 of the total 20,000,000 
motor vehicles of America without 
insurance. Consequently, if these 
ccinpulsory insurance proposals be- 
came law in all the States, 16,000,- 
600 vehicle owners would be com- 
pelled to purchase insurance, and 
‘on the basis of the ordinary pre- 
inium for the amount of insurance 
carried, these 16,000,000 would be 
required to pay more.than $300,- 
000,000 in premiums to comply 
with the law. This would bring the 
total bill, now something like $100,- 
000,000, to approximately $400.,- 
000,000. 

“If the present ratio should hold, 
in the event compulsory insurance 
was adopted, only about one-twen- 
tieth of the gigantic amount would 
be paid back to the motorists in 
realization on insurance after dam- 
ages had been done. Thus, there 
would be the enormous total of 
$400,000,000 in premiums to carry 
insurance to meet but $20,000,000 
in uncompensated damages.”’ 


Safety Is Denied. 


Charactenizing as a fallacy the 
belief that compulsory insurance 
would decrease accidents, the state- 
ment continued: 

“When insurance is arranged for, 
the feeling of liability on the part 
of the individual is lessened. No 
insurance can prevent suffering or 
restore life. No doubt, a great many 

- motorists who are insured feel that, 
because of their insurance, they, 
need not exercise so much care while 
driving. It would be a most human, 
a most natural, if unfortunate and 
regrettable, attitude. 

‘-“Tf the State guarantees to pay 

everybody who is hurt on the roads 

a stipulated indemnity, the reckless 

and irresponsible can go the limit 

with no fear of anything but crimi- 
nal responsibility. 

“That there is a crying need for 
some drastic action to reduce auto- 
mobile accidents can not be denied. 
It is not to be wondered at that 
legislative bodies, civic organiza- 
tions and good citizens generally are 
deeply concerned in finding a rem- 
edy. But it is a source of wonder 
that the latest medium proposed con- 
templates indemnity for the injured. 
Instead of making a real effort to 
enforce ample speed laws and traf- 
fic statutes and ordinances, it is pro- 
. posed to let the carnage go on, see- 
ing only that the heirs of the dead 
are provided for‘in a material sense 
and that the maimed and—the in- 
jured are assured monetary compen- 
sation.”

Disccovering what is wrong when 
the electrical system goes bad is 
not the mystery that it is cracked 
up to be. For most of the troubles 
that occur are surprisingly easy to 
locate and remedy, and your pres- 
ent day motorist is no dumb-bell. 
But he does admit that he doesn’t 
like to get his hands dirty and so 
neglects the vital points in proper 
upkeep. Should he do these little 
things adjustments and _e repairs 
could be avoided. 
Loose terminals are a source of 
very considerable loss of efficiency. 
Equally important is to keep the 
terminals clean, for clean metallic 
contacts over a big area is the thing 
to be aimed at throughout the whole 
system, including battery terminals 
and those of the starter, the dyna- 


.mo, switches and cut-out. Pure 
vaseline will keep the battery ter- 
minals from corroding. And these 
terminals, if tight and well greased, 
will effect an enormous saviwg in 
current and freedom from break- 
downs. 

Lighting troubles are frequently 
caused  ' loose or. dirty connec- 
tions. he connections at every 
point should be scrutinized most 
carefully as the search proceeds. 
This applies to the fuse and switch 
box. As an illustration, a dead 
light recently was found to be due 
to the fuse wire being loose at one 


nd. te 

A flickering light may be caused 
by a loose or dirty connection, or 
by a short circuit. And a dead light 
may be due to the same causes. 
The ammeter will quickly show 
whether a flickering light is due to 
a loose connection or a short cir- 
cuit. If, when the light goes out, 
the ammeter reading is reduced, the 
cause is a loose connection. On the 
contrary, if the reading is in- 
creased, the trouble is produced by 
a short circuit. 
If a dead light is caused by a 
short circuit this fact will be indi- 
cated by the ammeter, which will 
show discharge even after the bulb 
is removed. But if the dead light 
is due to a broken eonnection, or 
a loose connection, no indication 
will appear on the ammeter even 
when the bulb is in place. 

Perhaps the simpfest way to lo- 
cate a short circuit is to disconnect 
the wires in the circuit one by one, 
rubbing the disconnected end over 
its terminal so that it will give a 
spark if current is flowing. This 
search may be started at the lamp 
and continued back to the switch.

WHEN CHILDREN HAVE 

ALBUMIN. 

HE fact that a child has alb@ 
min in the urine need not 
alarm the parents. It does 

not follow that the child has 
Bright’s disease or is likely to have 
the trouble, or that it is in a serious 
condition or is Hable to be in any 
nearby time. Of children ready to 
start to school, and without any his- 
tory of kidney disease, about one 
in sixteen has albumin in the urine. 
Of children around 11 years old, 
more than one in four have that 
symptom. Of children around 16 
years of age considerably more than 
one-third are in the group. If an 
overthorough school inspector were 
to include a urine test in his exam- 
ination, he would create conster- 
nation among the parents of his 
school charges, were he to send the 
reports home without telling the 
parents that albuminuria in 
children does not always mean 
Bright's disease. © 


As between the sexes, girls have 
albumin in the urine almost half 
again as often as boys do. The 
causes of this symptom in children 
are séveral. Rapid growth is one; 
this is especially true about the 
time of puberty. It appears that 
the job of making the urine and 
the job of growing rapidly can not 
both be carried on with perfection 
by the same kidney. When that 
organ is growing wery rapidly it is 
apt to leak a little albumin. The 
standing posture is another cause. 
Poor nutrition, anemia, skinniness, 
infected tonsils, bad teeth form a 
third cause or group of causes. 

Probably it is advisable for every 
child to have a yearly audit, and for 
a urinalysis to be a part of the audit. 
If albumin:be found at the time of 
the audit, the proper reaction is to 
find the cause, administer to that, 
but not to indulge in worries and 
fears. Albumin having been dis- 
covered, the next step is to look 
for casts. If these are found, the 
condition is more important. 

The history of recent contagion 
should be investigated as a possible 
cause of Bright’s. disease. Let us 
say that in a given case there are 
no casts, no signs of dropsy, and no 
recent history of scarlet fever or 
other contagion that might cause 
Bright’s disease. The case is one 
of albuminuria due to rapid growth 
or posture or some condition in the 
third group noted above. 


If rapid growth is the only cause, 
nothing can be done—nothing need 
be done. If posture is the cause, 
it may be that the child is too much 
on\ his feet and more rest is advis- 
able-"Nf the cause is in the third 
group, some incidental treatment 
is advisable. If the child is under- 
nourished, he should have more 
milk, bread, meat, and eggs. Jf 
he is pale, he should have more 
meat, eggs, and green vegetables. 
Sunlight and perhaps cod liver oil 
and lime may be needed. 

In other words, a policy should 
be followed of building up rather 
than of limitation of diet as is so 
frequently the case. If the tonsils, 
teeth, or nose are serving as foci of 
absorption, these sHould be put in 
order. But all this should be done 
to improve the child’s stamina, and 
not especially to prevent, or cure, 
Bright’s disease.

: ER highness, the Ranee of Sara- 
| H wak, is one of the many royalties 
who are proposing to pay the 
United States a visit. 
She rules over one of the wildest 
countries in the world, swarming with 
tigers, venomous snakes 15 feet long, 
boa constrictors many feet larger, and 
the most dangerous wild beasts and rep- 
tiles known to the Asiatic jungle. 

The people of Sarawak, who number 
a million, are addicted to head hunting, 
cannibalism and other fearful avoca- 
tions when not restrained by their 
charming ruler. They are devout be- 
lievers in demons, ghosts, witchcraft 
and all kinds of magic, and life among 
them is more like a story from the Arab- 
ian Nights than an ordinary everyday 
existence. 

The ranee’s visit is awaited with even 
more interest than if she were a regular 
Asiatic royalty, for before her marriage 
she was the Hon. Sylvia Brett, daugh- 
ter of Lord Esher, one of King Edward’s 
most trusted 
friends. She. was 
one of the cleverest 
and most popular 
girls in fashionable 
London _ society. 
From the drawing 
rooms of Mayfair 
she went to the 
wilds of Sarawak. 

Her object in 
coming to the 
United States is to 
visit her relatives 
and friends here 
before plunging 
once more into the 
land of head hunt- 
ers, cannibals, 
tigers and boa con- 
strictors 

Of course, every- 
body will be eager 
to learn about her 
strange country and 
it is not unlikely 
that some of our 
adventurous young 
men and women, weary of the life of 
dancing clubs and luxuries, will want 
to go where the war canoes of the head 
hunters are always likely to land on the 
lawn at sunrise. 


It should be explained that the ranee 
holds her high rank because she is the 
wife of the Rajah of Sarawak, the sov- 
ereign of the country, but it is no ex- 
aggeration to speak of her as a ruler, 
for the temperamental Sarawakians, in 
spite~of their fondness for war and 
fearful practices, are very susceptible 
to/gracious feminine influences. 


Although they practice a kind of Mo- 
hammedanism, adorned with much an- 
cestor worship and demonology, they do 
not adopt the tyrannical attitude of 
many Mohammedan nations toward 
their women. The latter are not se- 
cluded and they enjoy free companion- 
ship with the men. 

In the delicate problems involved in 


the government of Sarawak, the influ- | 


ence of the rajah’s wife has been of 
vital importance. 


The Rajah of Sarawak, the ranee’s 
husband, bears the English title of Sir 
Charles Brooke.’ He is a grand nephw 
of the great Rajah Sir James Brooke, 
whose life was one of the most remark- 
able romances of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. He was the great original of such 
characters as Kipling’s “The Reporter 
-Who Became King”. and other romances 
of white men who became rulers over 
wild men. 

Brooke’s success was more brilliant 
than that of any other modern adven- 
turer. ~There is no other white man

' Joseph Conrad is another great writer 
whose stories owe a good deal of their 
inspiration to the life of Rajah Brooke. 

James Brooke, an Englishman of good 
family, went out to Sarawak with a 
yacht full of adventurers in 1840. Sara- 
wak forms part of the: vast island of 
Borneo, the third largest island in the 
world. It was the mystery of the un- 
known Boreno that appealed to the ad- 
venturers. 

When they arrived there they found 
the Sultan of Brunei, to whom Sarawak 
then belonged, engaged in an unsuccess- 
ful struggle with a peculiarly blood- 
thirsty horde of pirates who made their 
headquarters in Sarawak and preyed on 
shipping and coast village for many 
miles around. 

Brooke and. his party, who had 
brought plenty of arms, went to the help 
of the sultan’s forces and completely 
conquered the pirates. In gratitude the 
sultan installed him as rajah, an Ori- 
ental ruler’s title a grade lower than 
sultan. In any case the people of Sara- 
wak insisted on having Brooke as king, 
for he had saved them from the terrible 
tyranny of the pirates, who murdered, 
plundered and tortured them and com- 
mitted every kind of atrocity on them. 

Sir James Brooke established his capi- 
tal at Kuching and built himself a mag- 
nificent marble Oriental palace with 
palm shader court yards, where tinkling 
fountains perpetually .cooled the. air. 
There his family has reigned ever since

—for nearly 100 years— 
in spite of numerous 
wars and disturbances. 

In 1857 the Chinese 
pirates, who were then 
very numerous and dar- 
ing, made a determined 
effort to kill Rajah 
Brooke and destroy his 
government. They rec- 
ognized him as one of 
the greatest enemies of 
the system of piracy, 
which then prevailed 
widely in southeastern 
Asia and preyed upon 
the feeble native craft 
and little villages. 

The Chinese pirates 
captured the capital— 
,Kuching—by a surprise 
attack at night and mas- 
sacred many of the in- 
habitants. They stormed 
the rajah’s palace in the night, killing 
the sentries and many of the servants. 

Rajah Brooke escaped in the confu- 
sion and darkness and plunged into a 
river infested with crocodiles. He 
swam across, hid in the jungle and 
found his way into the interior beyond 
reach of the pirates. 

His nephew and destined heir, Charles 
Johnson Brooke, happened to be on duty 
in another part of Sarawak. He re- 
ceived the news of the disaster at 
Kuching and organized a force of loyal 
natives. Nephew and uncle then led an 
attack on the pirates and drove them out 
with such terrible slaughter that they 
never ventured back again. 

Under Rajah Brooke Sarawak pros- 
pered greatly. He broke up the very 
oppressive trust by which the Chinese 
controlled all trade. He also developed 
the gold mines of the country. 

When the original Sir James Brooke 
died he was succeeded as rajah by his 
nephew, Sir Charles Johnson Brooke 
He in turn was followed by his son, Sir 
Charles Vyner Brooke, the present 
rajah, who married Miss Sylvia Brett 
in 1917. 

Strange to say, the most serious diffi- 
culty the present rajah had to face was 
an effort by his cousin, Brooke Johnson, 
to set up an independent monarchy in 
part of Sarawak. Brooke Johnson was 
evidently fired by the example of the 
original Rajah Brooke. He induced a 
large number of natives to support him. 
The reigning rajah considered it a bad 
application of the family tradition. He 
suppressed the rising severely and drove 
Brooke Johnson out of the country. 

Owing to the growing colonial am- 
bitions of Germany and other countries 
it was considered wise to place Sarawak 
under the protection of the British em- 
pire in 1888, but the rajah remained an 
absolute ruler in his internal affairs. 
He maintains his own army, police and 
officials. King Edward paid him many 
honors and ordered that he should be 
addressed as “His Highness.’

Boa constrictors also find unusually 
favorable conditions of life here and 
specimens measuring 25 feet in length 
and 4 feet in girth are said to be com- 
mon. 

While tigers now have to be pre- 
served in Itdia, they are commoner than 
cats in Sarawak. It is an everyday ex 
perience in the towns ang villages to 
have a tiger dash into the house or gar- 
den, moved by unusual hunger or a man- 
eating propensity.

OWARD university is today the cap- 
stone of negro education. A survey 
made, not long since, by Thomas 
Jesse Jones, revealed several hun- 

dred negro institutions in this country worthy 
of the name of ‘‘college.’ They were sup- 
ported by church organizations of white peo- 
ple, by negro church denominations, and by 
private and public philanthropy. But How- 
ard university, with its departments of lib- 
eral arts, its schools of engineering, educa- 
tion, medicine, law and religion, its industrial 
and scientific equipment, and its facilities 
for modern health habit development, proved 
the only negro institution in the world that 
might, | according to ancient landmarks, be 
termedi\a university. 

Here, from 37 States of the Union and 
from 11 foreign countries, are enrolled 2, 155 
students. . In the college. department there 
are 1,584, in professional schools, 539, and 
with 58 duplications of 
enrollment where students are taking more 
than one course. 

The college department embraces the col- 
lege of liberal arts, the college of education, 
the college of applied science, the school of 
music, the school of physical education, the 
school of military science and tactics and 
the graduate school. Professional schools 
include the school of religion, with extension 
and vocational training departments, the 
school of law, the school of medicine, the 
dental college, and the pharmaceutical 
college. 

The institution is controlled by a board 
of 24 trustees, self-perpetuating, and com- 
posed of many of America’s best known men 
and women in public life. There are 26 of- 
ficers of administration, served by a secre- 
tarial and clerical staff, 43 in number, and 
173 officers of instruction. 

There are 34 well established alumni 
branches, with an occasional mixed white and 
colored membership. The act of incorpora- 
tion of the university did not specify that the 
institution should serve “‘negro’’ youth. In 
earlier days it was the custom for white 
professors to enroll their children in the 
preparatory department, now obsolete. 
Many of these white students are now listed 
among Howard alumni. 

* * . - 


T is interesting to note that the university 

opened the doors of its professional 
schools and its college department to women 
when no other institution at the Capital 
would permit their attendance. There are 
now in Washington white women wha, stand 
high in the professions of medicine and law 
who received their training at Howard uni- 
versity, and are numbered among her 
alumni, because they were refused admission 
elsewhere. 


he university spirit was demonstrated in ~ 


1918 when more than 1,800 men, teachers, 
students and alumni. went into the armed 
forces of the world war, 200 as commission- 
ed officers. The university has graduated 
more than 7,000 students, and has sent them 
to work in Europe, Asia, Africa, South Amer- 
ica and in islands of the sea. 

University socialization includes several 
well defined activities. There is the Kappa 
Sigma debating society, with a well balanced 
annual program. Der Weutsche Verein and 
Le Cercle Francais serve the natural method 
of language instruction. The Stylus is a s0- 
ciety which has stimulated some of the best 
original literary material produced by 


% negroes in America, and has been the train- 


ing ground of the most promising younger 
writers of the race. The Howard Players, 
presenting several pieces during the col- 
legiate year, have displayed a finished tech- 
nique in offering successes of Broadway and 
the Strand, and are expected soon to attempt 
.the production of original material. 

’ The Howard glee clubs, male and female, 
and the Howard chorus and choir, directed by 
Roy Wilfred Tibbs and Miss Lulu Vere Chil- 
ders, are favorites with American radio audi- 
ences. The university also boasts a symphony 
orchestra directed by Sergt. Dorcey Rhodes. 
There is an active chamber of commerce in 
the student organization, a  Pestalozzi- 
Froebel society of long establishment in the 
college of education, and a society of the 
Kappa Mu, which corresponds to the Phi 
Beta Kappa fraternity of superior scholarship 
in white institutions. 

The university is supported largely by gov- 
ernment funds. Student aid funds and the 
total endoWment are only $65,302, yielding 
an annual income of $3,275. Here lies the 
largest problem of university administration. 
Governmem appropriations are stricken out 
of appropriation bills annually in the House 
of “Representatives. and. are regularly ra- 
stored by the Senate. A bill to legalize the 
appropriation failed of passage in the legisla- 
tive jam at the closing of the session of the 
last Congress. 


~~ Consecration to the cause of humanity has

Men of both races 
have carried on for more than a half century 
with sorry material recompense, whose ex- 
penditures of energy in other fields would 
have brought them wealth and advancement. 
They have. met hostility from forces that 
have confused negro education with power 
for evil, and negro understanding with 


anarchy. And they have demonstrated, over 
all opposition, that Howard university was 
established properly to give the finishing 
touch of finer adjustment to men and women 
of African descent.

N the drama of negro educational life the 
voltage rises not so much from the in- 
telligence quotient involved in the under- 
taking, as from what it costs the actor. . Be- 
fore’ taking up the development of an insti- 
tution which has proven, like Tuskegee, a dis- 
tinct American culture, it might be well to 
review the process of attrition through which 
the institution has grown, so that the world 
may know the degree of intrepidity required 
of its newly elected administrative head. Dr. 
Mordecai W. Johnson, the first negro to oc- 
cupy the presidential chair in the 60 years 
of university existence. 

Aid of Deity was invoked to establish 
Howard. The university grew out of a pray- 
er meeting for missions, November, 1866, in 
the First Congregational church, where now 
President and Mrs. Coolidge worship. Orig- 
inally intended for education of negroes for 
the ministry, it was chartered later to em- 
brace all branches of knowledge for all races 
of men. It took the name of one of its 
founders, Gen. Oliver Otis Howard. and be- 
gan its career, in an atmosphere heavy with 
religious feeling, on the basis of marvelous 
faith and good works. 

Gen. Howard is referred to in the untver- 
sity catalogue as “‘the American philanthro- 


~of Rankin chapel. 
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A few days ago Dean E. 
A. Balloch, of the medical college, reported 
$149,000 in cash raised among the medical 
alumni for endowment, and $116,000 in 
pledges yet to be, redeemed. .It was the 
alumni who, without particular personal 
bias against Dr. J. Stanley Durkee, devel- 
oped the situation out of which a negro 
president was created to succeed such men 
as Gen. Howard, Dr. Patton. Dr. Rankin, 
Bishop Wilbur Patterson Thirkield, Dr. 
Stephen Morrell Newman and Dr. Durkee. 
Alumni have shaped the destiny of the uni- 
versity since the beginning of the twentieth 
century. 

Their last.espoused policy has been styied 
‘‘federalization.’’ This measure, authorizing 
comgressional appropriations for the univer- 
sity. if enacted into law, would bring the 
final recognition which the university has 
sought for many decades. 

Recognition in the university world was 
gained on a larger scgle during eight years 
of the administration of Dr. Durkee than 
ever before. The university was, long before 
the time of Dr. Durkee, a Class A institution, 
but the steps to secure recognition as such 
were taken during his administration. The 
present problems, especially in view of the 
failure of federalization, are endowments for 
each of its schools.» Those for the schools of 
medicine and religion are rapidly progress- 
ing. Elsewhere the need is sore. Here lies 
the opportunity of the incoming negro presi- 
dent. 

. Tuskegee and Hampton institutes are en- 
dowed for many millions of dollars because 
they have a program of industrial training 
which sells itself to wealthy philanthropists. 
Howard has a program of trained leadership 
for negroes evérywhere. This program can 
be made available for subscription of public 
and private philanthropy only by novel ap- 
proach and herculean efforts in a campaign 
of public education organized by a negro pzes- 
ident. There will be but little surprise if, 
with a negro president, wealthy colored 
church denominations and negro finance cor- 
porations undertake the field of public philan- 
thropy to help out a complex situation. 

The negro’s appeal to the imagination, on 
this score, however. often carries with it 
something of the sinister. Despite emphasis 
on industrial training, negroes are seldom 
remembered for elements of tame domesticity 
nowadays, but rather for primeval qualities

pist, the commissioner of 
bureau, 
and oppressed of every color and nation of 
the earth.’’ To hear 2,000 negro students, 
at commencement, sing ‘Fair Howard,”’ is to 
understand the degree of reverence toward 
the founders. 

The university began, without a penny, in 
a rented frame structure, with four students. 
It was financed by purchase of 150 acres of 


the freedmen’s 


land for $150,000, about one-fourth of which: 


was sold for four times its original valuation. 
Aid to the extent of a half million dollars 
was secured from the Freedmen’s bureau, 
which served to erect the main building and 
Clark and Miner hall dormitories. Then 
came the panic of 1873, which left the uni- 
versity $100,000 in debt. To save the lands 
and endowment, expenses were cut to the 
bone. Under the presidency of Dr. W. W. 
Patton, widely recognized’ as an educator, 
the university reorganized and grew, and 
Congress began to appropriate annually in 
its behalf. The policy of reorganization was 
continued by Dr. J. E.. Rankin, who served 
for many years until 1903. 

As the National Capital grew, the univer- 
sity location proved ideal. To the eastward 
Macmillan park and’ lake developed, and be- 
yond, the picturesque grounds of Soldiers’ 
home. To the north a stadium and bow! have 
been erected, fronting on the lake. On the 
west are the grounds of the Miner 
school. At the south is the Griffith stadium. 
There are now ten buildings on the campus 
proper, with Freedmen’s hospital and Nurse 
Training school, the medical building, con- 
servatory of music and professors’ home ad- 
joining. The law school is in the downtown 
district.

rendering them socially impossible. A negro, 
like Dean Kelly Miller, or Robert R. Moton, 
or Emmett J. Scott. or Harry Wills, is often 
a romantic quantity, but when he comes in 
numbers, and sexes, the average citizen is 
conscious only of shiny faces and boisterous- 
ness. It is the job of Dr. Mordecai Johnson 
to dispel error of such conceptions where it 
exists. What program can he present to 
America that will secure him hearing and 
encouragement? 

When Dr. Johnson comes to the university 
this month after traveling abroad with the 
Sherwood Eddy seminary, he will find a well 
laid out program of negro health. There 
is one white physician to every 533 white 
persons, but only one colored doctor for 
every 3,194 negroes. The races are in daily 
contact. More colored doctors. with pre- 
medical collegiate training, are urgently 
needed. Dispensary service to negroes is, 
at best,.a poor means of protection of the 
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Main building at Howard university. 


white race against disease epidemics of negro 
origin. 

There is a white dentist for every 2,070 
white persons, and a colored dentist for every 
20,500 negroes. Even when we consider oral 
hygiene, and germ statistics in relation to 
public drinking cups and bubble fountains 
it is apparent that not only are colored den- 
tists needed in large numbers to protect both 
races, but men of college training with, lead- 
ership qualities must be had to speed the 
dentist program. The value of such leader- 
ship is demonstrated through Dr. C. E. Bent- 
ley, negro dentist of the Chicago loop dis- 
trict, whose research is responsible for den- 
tal health programs in schools of the Ameri- 


can continent. 
I the same connection it is noted that 
world war statistics were often favorable 
to the negro by comparisons. In the first 
draft in 1917 were 737.628 registrants of 
African descent, approximately 8 per cent. 
There were accepted for service 56 per cent 
of the first group examined as contrasted 
with 24.7 per. cent of whites. The report of 
the provost marshal general, Table 53, shows 
that for every 100 men examined physically, 
the ratio of physically fit negroes was 4.89 
per cent higher than that for whites. This 
negro health integrity, since his migration 
to the city in large numbers, can not be pre- 
served unless high class leadership be de- 
veloped for its preservation. The prevalence 
of pulmonary tuberculosis among negroes, 
proven easily reducible to a minimum occur- 
rence, is a menace that good citizens will 
rally everywhere to remove. 

There is more human appeal to white 
and colored persons of wealth in concrete 
arguments based on negro health programs 
than in those based on industrial programs. 
Negro industry is worth while if it contracts 
the health span of the nation. And to the 
negroes, themselves, Dr. Johnson can ap- 
peal for endowment, because the health pro- 
eram can readily be related to the release of 
those spiritual energies which mean develop- 
ment of negro art. literature. poesy and other 
forms of self-expression, at present some- 
what prohibited under a regime of lowered 
vitality productive of morbidity and depres- 
sion, and ‘‘blues.’’ It is this spiritual eman- 
cipation that the election of a negro presi- 
Jent of Howard university symbolizes. and 
in which the negro race is most deeply in- 
terested. 

The nucleus of a 
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negro Plattsburgh or 
Monterey is already organized at Howard. 
The patriotic fervor that develoned there to 
create the camp for colored officers at Des 
Moines in 1917 is still alive. And in the 
deeds of the troopers, and stevedores, too, 
under officers who came from the faculty and 
student body of Howard university alone, is 
enough to furnish the background for the 
kind of patriotic appeal that Mordecai John- 
son is thoroughly versed in making. It was 
this sort of appeal that ‘brought him, at At- 
lanta, to the attention of millionaire philan- 
thropists. It was this sort of appeal that 
endeared him to the student body at Howard 
long before he became its president.

in the problem of increase of the span of 
health of the white race. Anthropometric 
reports of the surgeon-general of the army 
show that the negro excels in bodily phy- 
sique except in breadth and depth of chest. 
But the need for leadership is evidenced by 
the fact that he has a much higher morbidity 
and mortality than that of the average white 
citizen. 

Who is this young man of 36 on whom 
the Howard university trustees havé saddled 
the burden of a race? Why was he chosen 
as the type of negro deserving of the high- 
est recognition offered to the race in Amer- 
ica? The new president is a graduate of 
Morehouse college, Atlanta, and a former 
professor of economics at that institution. 
He is also a bachelor of arts from Chicago 
university, a graduate of the Rochester Theo- 
logical seminary and former student secre- 
tary of the international committee of the 
Young Men's Christian. association. He has 
been awarded the degree of doctor of divin- 
ity at Howard, and the degree of master of 
the sclence of theology at Harvard. But it 
is safe to say that degrees have not made 
the man. 

He was born in Paris, Tenn. 
vironment that determines what individuals 
shall survive. So, although hailing from 
one of those bleak regions between the 
county roads. Dr. Mordecai Johnson has 
come, represented in all dignity not only as 
a people’s man of great nobility of charac- 
ter, but, nevertheless, as the type which poli- 
ticians are wont to call a ‘“twenty-minute 
egg,’ the kind which the new negro not onlv 
relishes, but worships. despite the lack of 
decorum in the terminology. 

If there ‘be factions at Howard university 
that have disturbed its growth, they will no 
longer be feared, for Dr. Johnson has the 
reputation of being all the faction by him- 
self. The Howard alumni, who have backed 
a student strike, may now sleep at ease of 
nights... Intrepidity is Dr.. Johnson’s chief 
characteristic. It has been predicted that his 
first official act when he arrives in the au- 
tumn will be to step off the pedestal, in order 
to carry the moral loftiness, upon which his 
reputation is based, into the arena of student 
life. 

The profession of public philanthropy can 
not be satisfied with half measures. Mych 
stress has been laid, in public press, on the 
friendly relationship existing between Dr. 
Johnson and Julius Rosenwald, who has de- 
veloped the rural school system of the south 
remarkably during the last decade. While 
willing to accept this allegation of intimate 
relationship with a grain of salt and a mental 
reservation, yet there must be discovered a 
degree of plausibility for it. 

Mr. Rosenwald has been the angel of the 
negro branch of the Young Men’s Christian 
association. In connection with rural schools, 
he has lived to discover that they have grad- 
uates, and that these graduates carry on 
their éducation through the. high school and 
are now knocking at the gates of colleges and 
universities. They are Rosenwald men and 
women pointing out to their proponent that 
his original plans merely contemplated build- 
ing a bridge half way across the river of 
negro advancement. 

All products of Rosenwald schools in the 
South are not to remain forever rear rank 
privates in world organization. The great 
challenge to the great philanthropist of rural 
life and Christian association is to assist in 
the endowment of Howard university as the 
capstone of education of negro Americans, in 


It is early en- 


order that Rosenwald men and women de- 


veloped in the rural districts of the South 
may be trained as captains of the industrial 
society which his generosity and friendly aid 
has developed below the Mason and Dixon 
line. 

It would not be a bad guess if we ventured 
to assert that the trustees of Howard univer- 
sity have picked and staked their hope’on a 
man born of the rural South, trained as a 
student secretary of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian associations in which Mr. Rosenwald has 
had such a large interest—a man developed 
beyond the scope of the present Rosenwald 
endowment, to demonstrate to him and to 
other public philanthropists the basis of 
special appeal for help in development of 
highly traindd negro leadership—for the 
white man’s sake as well-as for the sake of 


the negro himself.

It is with confidence that the | 
cry is expected from the lips of Dr. Mordecal 
Johnson. Mr. Rosenwald and cther philan- 
thropists know what wonders have happened 
in recent years in the South even under In- 
adequately trained and poorly paid negro 
leadership. In 1912 the life span for col- 
ored male insurance policyholders at ten 
vears of age was 41.52 years. In 1922 the 
expectation was 46.74 years, an increase of 
13.1 per cent. Among negro females at the 
same age the expectation increased from 
41.3 years in 1912 to 46.07 years in 1922 
a gain of 11.6 per cent. 

This is indicative of far reaching changes 
in conditions of negro life and labor, ang@- 
there must be great satisfaction among phi- 
lanthropists whose good will and generosity 
have produced such marked improvement. 
But unless men and ‘women are trained to 
develop programs of their own racial de- 
velopment, and finance them, this work must 
be conducted by white philanthropists for- 
ever. Negroes of the type of Dr. Mordecal 
Johnson are out to do the job themselves. 
They merely ask public or private philan- 
thropy, for the present, to extend_the bridge 
of endowment to the university and graduate 
school that they might produce the type of 
leader necessary for development of teame- 
work in the process of racial selfredemption. 

President Coolidge, speaking at the com- 
mencement @xercises in June, 1924, gaid: 
‘‘Here at Howard university has been estab- 
lished a great university, a sort of educa- 
tional] laboratory for the production of in- 
tellectual and spiritual leadership among a 
people whose history, if you will examine 
it as it deserves, is one of the striking evi- 
dences of the soundness of our civilization.’’

“You call Molnar an unsuccessful hus- 
band,’’ remarked a cynical Budapest clubman 
the other day. ‘‘Whether he is that depends 
entirely on what you consider success in mar- 
riage. As far as holding the love of the 
women he has married and preserving their 
happiness is concerned he certainly has thus 
far been a miserable failure as a husband. 

“In another sense he has made an aston- 
ishing success of matrimony. He has found 
in even the uplhtappiest phases of his married 


-life a greater source Of inspiration than per- 


-haps any other husband ever did. While his 
wives were running the whole gamut of hu- 
man emotion, while they were being plunged 
‘from the heights of joy to the depths of 
sorrow and despair they never 
ceased to supply him with plots and ideas. 
-He would not be the outstanding figure he is 
among the world’s dramatists were it not for 


the joys and sorrows which his wives have 


known.”’ 
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Those who think that Mol- 
nar has deliberately made 
literary capital out of love 
and marriage and the broken 
hearts of his discarded sweet- 
hearts find support for their 
theory in many things he has 


written. In his first great 
success, ““‘The Devil,’’ he had 
this to say: 


“Look into the work of the 
world’s greatest masters. You 
will find in nearly every case 
that with their masterpieces 
is linked the name of the Be- 
loved Woman. Her name 
may be unknown. to the 
world, her identity an unsolved puzzle; she 
may share his glory quite anonymously. But 
there she is.”’ 

In a later success, ‘‘Liliom,’’ a play that 
is to some extent probably the story of the 
author’s own life, he makes one of the char- 
acters say: 

“There is always some cruelty in love. He 
who loves is cruel to the one he loves.”’ 

As everybody who goes to th2 theater 
knows, Molnar is one of the greatest living 
playwrights. He is famous not only in his 
native Hungary but all over the world— 
wherever sparkling comedies and powerful 
tragedies are appreciated. 

Besides “‘The Devil’? and ‘‘Liliom”’ his bet- 
ter known plays include “The Swan,” “The 
Guardsman,” “The Glass Slipper,’ ‘‘Fash- 
ions for Men” and ‘‘Heavenly and Earthly 
Love.’’ Every one of them is remarkable 
for its delineation of various phases of 
feminine temperament and it is said that 
Molnar’s first two wives can recognize many 
incidents of their lives with him in his plays. 

The first of the romances that are reputed 
to have contributed so much to Molnar’s 
fame had fer its heroine Margit Vezci, the 
beautiful daughter of Pester Lloyd, the Buda- 
pest editor and publisher. When he fell in 
love with her and she with him he was a 
young, unknown and struggling playwright. 
Margit was not only a bewitchingly beauti- 
ful girl but talented both as a writer and 
painter. 

Margit’s father was bitterly opposed to 
the love match, both on account of his

had. his reputation to make, But the en- 
thusiasm of the lovers for each other was 
too great to be halted by any parental op- 
position. They ran away to Paris and for 
six years lived there, unmarried but bliss- 
fully happy. 

As Molnar began to show undoubted 
genius as a playwright, the opposition of 
Margit’s father to him as a son-in-law faded 
away and he begged the lovers tu return to 
Budapest and accept his forgiveness. At 
last they did so. Margit’s father was con- 
siderably shocked to find they were still 
unmarried and at his urging they satisfied 
the conventions of church and.state by going 
throug h a Marriage ceremony. 


Just. as was to happen later on with Molnar 
and another sweetheart, Sari Fedak, this 


mal finis to the romance that had been 
blissful as long as it remained defiantly out- 
side the law. Within six weeks after the 
playwright and his eharming Margit made 
their long delayed trip to the marriage altar 
they separated and were quickly divorced. 

Shortly after the divorce a daughter— 
now one of Budapest’s most celebrated beau- 
ties and recently married—-was born to the 
parted Molna?s, The birth of this child re- 
newed Molnar’s love for his former wife and 
filled him with regret at ever having left her. 

‘Humbling his pride he knelt beside her 
bed in the maternity hospital and pleaded 
tor forgiveness and a reconciliation, At last 
Margit agreed to return to her penitent hus- 
band and as soon as she was able to leave 
the hospital they were married for the sec- 
ond time. But the reunion did not bring the 
‘ 7 
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happiness they had? 
counted on and was 
quickly ended by a 
second divorce. 

Oddly enough the 
final clash of temperaments that separated 
Molnar and Margit forever came the night 
when “‘Liliom,” the play that established his 
position as one of the world’s most success- 
ful playwrights, was presented for the first 
time. 

Worry over the reception of the play to 
which he had given the best that was in him 
had worked the always overwrought Molnar 
into an even more tense nervous state. For 


weeks he had been granting himself almost 


no sleep, devoting every minute he possibly 
could to the rehearsals of the play and to 
polishing and repolishing its scintillating 
dialogue. 


When the night of the premiere arrived 
he was so near to the verge of a nervous 
breakdown that what might otherwise have 
proved only a trivial quarrel with his wife 
assumed the proportions of a tragedy. Be- 
fore the curtain rose on the first act of 
“Liliom” he and Margit had parted forever. 
Later that night, when he knew that the 
pluy to which she had inspired his genius 
was a success, he did not have her with him 
to share his triumph. 


Next Molnar fell in love with Sari Fedak, 
a beautiful and accomplished actress who 
had been particularly successful on the light 
opera stage. She not only inspired the suc- 
cession of suacessful plays that followed 
“Liliom”’ but took the leading feminine role 
in many of them. 


For years Molnar and Sari Fedak lived 
happily together without the formality of a 
civil or religious marriage. She seems to 
have had a premonition that marriage would 
prove the doom of the romance and she long 
fought against making any such concession 


to the conventions. 4 
satisfaction of the conventions wrote a 7% 


Eventually, however, the force of publié 
opinion and Molnar’s own urgings induced 
her to consent to a marriage ceremony. Then 


came the end, just as it had come in the 
romance with the playwright’s first wife. 


Hardly were they married before they 
ceased living together. They set up separate 
homes and the long inseparable love mates 
met at breakfast only two or three times a 
week. 


Soon Sari Fedak burst out with charges 
of unfaithfulness against her husband. She 
named Lilli Darvas, another strikingly beau- 
tiful actress, as the woman to whom he was 
now turning for inspiration and kisses. 

Molnar replied with. ugly countercharges, 
naming more than 40 men among wh 
accused his wife: of dividing her affections. 
He demanded a divorce, but for a long time 
she stubbornly refused to grant him one or 
to get one’herself.

new object of his interest. 

Late last year, after Molnar had settled 
$30,000 on her, Sari Fedak consented to a 
divorce. The Hungarian law forbade his 
marrying again for six months, but just as 
soon as this time was up he made Lilli Dar- 
vas his bride. 

She is quite as beautiful and talented and 
full of temperament as both his previous 
love mates. But will she be as successful as 
the others were in inspiring his genius? 
Through her happiness or the pain of her 
broken heart will the playwright be able to 
climb to still greater heights of artistic 
fame? 

Sari Fedak thinks not. She points out 
that Molnar has written three plays since he 
fell under the influence of Lilli Darvas and 
all of them have been deep disappointments 


to critics and public—almost failure. None 


of them begins to approach the masterpieces 
he achieved under the inspiration of his 
first two wives. 

Some also think it significant that he has 
gone through theiformality of a marriage 
with Lilli Darvas so much earlier in the 
romance than in his previous ones. Does 
this’ mean, as it always has in the past, a 
speedy end to Lilli as a love mate and source 
of inspiration? 


Mojnar is fully as temperamental as any . 


of the beauties he has married and some ob- 
servers think this explains why his romances 
have such unhappy endings. He dresses like 
a dandy, sports a monocle of enormous size 
and delights in staying at his club until 5 
or 6 o’clock in the morning, arguing all sorts 
of topics with his literary cronies and drink- 
ing copiously of the plum whisky, which he 
likes better than any other beverage.

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GAME CLUBS 


* What to do when game animals or birds 
become too numerous in a given locality for 
the natural food supply or when they invade 
private orchards, gardens or fields and com- 
mit depredations, is a question which puz- 
zles game authorities in many localities. 


Some states have undertaken to pay for 
damage done, but find they get into deep 
water and have difficulty in separating valid 
from spurious claims. In Colorado, recently, 
claim was made for corn eaten by antelope, 
elk or deer, for which the State settled. Simi- 
lar claims were made for the alleged value of 
gardens eaten by deer. Beaver often cut 
desirable trees where they have no business 
to operate. Farmers in western Minnesota 
frequently complain of raids on their corn 
fields by winter flocks of prairie chickens. 

The needs of the game and private prop- 
erty interests are bound to come in conflict 
when game increases in settled country, and 
here is a problem for sportsmen as well as 
game officials. A limited extension of shoot- 
ing or trapping privileges will.sometimes cure 
the trouble, be frequently that would not 
seem to be Warranted. As in the case of 
prairie chickens—permission to shoot the ac- 
cumulated winter flocks would be extremely 
objectionable as the birds are not plentiful 
enough to warrant it. It Would seem that 
sportemen’s associations in such areas might 


well afford to buy a few acres of corn on 


each farm affected for the benefit of the 
birds and their sport. It would be a good in- 
vestment from every standpoint. 


It is quite true that prairie chickens are 
migratory to a considerable extent and many 
birds wintering in the cornfields of Minne- 
sota repair to the Dakotas for nesting and 
remain there until after the hunting season. 
Cooperation of all the sportsmen’s clubs in 
the affected area is necessary. 

It all simmérs down to the question of 


* 


how much the sportsmen should be held re- 
sponsible for the cost of maintaining the 
game supply. Certainly a nominal license fee 
will not supply sufficient funds and State 
legislatures will not furnish large funds from 
the general revenues from taxation. 

Here is a great opportunity for organized 
sportsmen to accomplish a practical thing in 
their own interest. Prairie chickens are men- 
tioned merely as a specific instance of a 
promising field of effort. jn other localities, 
quail, pheasants, ducks, deer and other game 
need fostering care by winter feeding, main- 
tenance of refuge, planting of foods and con- 
trol of predatory species. Much work along 
these lines is already done by sportsmen’s 
clubs, but it is not sufficiently organized and® 
extensive to be fully effective.

CHAPTER IX 


HE trap had been sprung! Mrs. Rob- 
a inson’s carefully developed affair with 

rajah had reached its culmination 
when he kept a rendezvous with her in Paris 
and was surprised by her pretended husband 
the morning ‘after Christmas, 1919. The 
direct result of the threats of retribution 
made by the angry intruder was my dispatch 
to London with Mrs. Robinson and Mrs. Be- 
van and the two blank checks which were to 


be my weapons in “going the limit’”’ to have — 


the whole matter settled in absolute secrecy. 

On the afternoon of my arrival in London 
I received a telegram from my family law- 
yers, Bernard & Sons, of Dublin, whom I had 
_ asked for the names of their London agents. 
Their message gave me the name of Messrs. 
Hay, Waters & Hay. At their office I met 
Mr. Waters who had been advised from Dub- 
lin of my probable visit. I gut the case be- 
fore him in all its details withholding the 
names but saying that the man threatened 
with the suit was a friend of mine. 

I asked if by remaining on the continent 
my friend could avoid the service of any 
The reply was, “No.” I 
asked if there was any possible means by 
which my friend could extricate himself from 
this embarrassing position. The answer was, 
“none.” This ended the interview with Mr. 
Waters whom, as I should point out, I con- 
sulted as I would my family lawyer. 


The following morning I called at the office 


of Messrs. Appleton & Co. and met the man - 


whom I subsequently discovered to be Hobbs. 
At the time, naturally, I took him to be the 
head of the firm of.Appleton & Co. Hobbs’ 
attitude was rather high handed. He talked 
of the terrible position which his client found 
himself in, exposed to scandal, &c., &c. 
There seemed to be no possfbility in the face 
of such a determined and vengeful attitude 
of my being able even to suggest making a 
money settlement. 

It seemed the wise thing to present Hobbs 
with the letter the rajah had given me. It 
was worded roughly to the effect that he was 
prepared to do everything in his power to 
redeem his error. 

The letter then went on to state that the 
rajah although wealthy was not in afposition 
to. make any very considerable payment, if 
de bea would be accepted, in view of the 
fact that his estate was the source of his 
revenue were tied up bya trust fund. This 
letter, Whether by intention or by accident 
on the part of Sir Hari Singh, was not signed. 
When he gave it to me he read it aloud and 
I did not bother to examine it. Hobbs, how- 
ever, pointed out that the letter was unsigned 
and said that he could not possibly consider 
placing such a document before his client. 
But later on in the course of our interview 
he suggested that with my signature attaghed 
he would be prepared to accept the docu- 
ment as genuine. 


It should be noted ‘as a rather striking 
fact that Hobbs never used this ietter in his 
defense against the criminal charges which 
resulted in his conviction and imprisonment. 
An explanation of this failure, it seems to 
me, lies in something that happened a few 
weeks later when he enclosed a specimen of 
my signature with a letter relating to the 
transfer of certain securities in his name 
which were deposited with the Anglo-South 
American Bank in Paris. It seems probable 
to me that the signature which was sent to 
the bank as genuine was detached from the 
rajah’s letter that I had signed, as this ap- 
pears to me to be the only possible means by 
which Hobbs could have obtained possession 
of my autograph. 

I discussed the whole matter very fully 
with Hobbs that morning without arriving at 
any basis for a solution. Before I left he 
gave me an appointment in the afternoon 
whiéh was attended by the alleged husband 
of Mrs. Robinson. This man, of course, 
turned out to be Newton. At this intervtew 
I was informed that Robinson, under pres- 
sure from his legal advisers, had decided to 
accept settlement and I was informed that 
the damages to be paid by Sir Hari Singh 
would amount to half a million pounds 
sterling. I was simply dumfounded at the 
brazen demand for a cool $2,500,000 in your 
American money! 


I protested vehemently but was just as 
calmly informed that it was useless. I was 
told that Mr. Robinson and his attorneys had 
taken the trouble to inform themselves thor- 
oughly concerning the rajah’s financial con- 
dition and knew he was well able to pay this 
sum. 1 continued to argue the point, how- 
ever, and the discussion which lasted during 
most of the afternoon eventually ended with 
the demand being reduced to 300,000 pounds 
or $1,500,000. 

I informed Hobbs that I would put this 
proposition before the rajah by telephone. 
It had been arranged before my departure 
from Paris that we would be in telephonic 
communication every night while I was con- 
ducting the negotiations. 

I informed Sir Hari fully concerning every- 
thing that hdd taken place when I got him 
on the wire that night. He instructed me to 
make the payment demanded in two separate 
checks of 150,000 pounds ($750,000) each, 
as at that time his credit balance with his 
London bankers was comparatively low. 

The next day was the 28th of December 
and in the morning fhese two checks were 
filled in by the rajah’s assistant secretary at 
the Curzon street house. I took them to 
Appleton & Co.’s office and handed them over 
to Mr. Hobbs, recglving in return a docu- 
ment which released the rajah from all fur- 
ther liability. 


My next move was to call upon Boltons, 


the rafsh’s bankers, and inform them .that 


: 
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the two checks had been drawn. <4 re- 
quested that one of the bankers should go to 
Paris, see Sir Hari Singh and take his per- 
sonal instructions in the matter before any 
payment was made upon them. 

In accordance with this suggestion Col. 
Cripps, one of the members of the banking 
firm, left for Paris, saw the rajah and took 
his personal order to pay one check at”once 
and the other as soon as funds could be trans- 
ferred from India. I remained in London. 
until the information came through the bank- 
ers that the matter had been arranged and 
then I returned to Paris, arriving on January 
3, 1920, and remaining with the rajah until 
the 10th. We all returned to London then 
and a few days later—I think it was the 14th 
—I took Sir Hari Singh to call on Mr. Waters. 

I did this because of my confidence in the 
firm as agents of my family lawyers and be- 
cause the rajah had no legal adviser in Lon- 
don. The Waters firm is one of the leading 
law partnerships in London. Mr. Waters re- 
ceived us cordially and I explained very 
frankly that the rajah was the friend to 
whom I alluded in my earlier interview. I 
reminded Mr. Waters that he had asked to be 
informed as to the outcome of the case and 
told him that it had been settled by the pay- 
ment of 300,000 pounds. Mr. Waters offered 
no comment or criticism of any sort to this 
at the time. 

A few days later I received a letter from 
Mr. Waters asking me if I would come to his 
office. On arriving there he read-to me a 
letter from Messrs. Lewis & Lewis, another 
firm of solicitors. This letter inclosed a 
statement made to them by a man named 
Simmons who charged that the rajah had 
fallen into the hands of blackmailers that 
the pretended husband of Mrs. Robinson was 
in reality a man named Newton and that a 
Capt. Arthur on the rajah’s staff was a mem- 
ber of the gang. Having read this letter 
aloud, Mr. Waters turned to me and said: 

“Capt. Arthur, as the representative of 
your family solicitor I consider that my’! 
first duty is toward you. What do you wish 
me to do with this letter’’ 

“There is only one thing to do with the 
letter and that is to bring it straight to 
the rajah,” I said, 

Waters appeared very much pleased and 
said: ‘Naturally, that was the answer I ex- 
pected to hear from you, but I am neverthe- 
less glad that you gave it.” 

With that we went straight to the hotel 
where the rajah had transferred his quar- 
ters from Curzon street. Mr. Waters told 
the rajah of the interview he had just had 
with me and submitted the incriminating 
letter to him. Sir Hari looked it over and 
indicated he was not interested. Apparently 
he regarded the ktter as the work of some 
unbalanced meddler. His attitude was that 
the affair was settled as far as he was con- 
cerned and he did not want to be bothered 
about it any more. : 


Mr. Waters insisted. that some of the 
money that had been paid might be recov- 
ered and that, at.the least, payment could 
be stopped on the second check. Finally 
the rajah agreed to stopping payment on the ° 
second check, but was none the less uneasy 
that this might lead to the publicity which 
he dreaded above everything else. 

Ali Beg was most strongly opposed to sus- 
pending payment on the check, but the law- 
yer’s advice prevailed and it was stopped at 
the bank. 

Mr. Waters then semcaaama to bripg pres- 
sure to bear on the other side and an ab 
rangement eventually was arriv a at by 
which the second check was to e destroyed 
in the presence of Mr. Waters and myself. 
The ceremony took place in the office of the 
Appleton firm. 


Mr. Waters arrived at the rajah’s apart- 
ment on the morning of the day set, took the 
number of the check from the book of stubs 
produced by Ali Beg and then accompanied 
by me went: to Appletons where Hobbs pro- 
duced the check. It bore the signature of 
the rajah and the handwriting of the un- 
dersecretary who had filled it in at my in- 
structions, The number was verified by me 
and also by Mr. Waters so that both of us 
were at the time absolutely satisfied as to 
the genuineness of this paper. Hobbs. went 
— to the gas log and burned it in our 
presence. After the ceremaqny was over I 


spent an hour with Mr. Waters, having tea 
in his law library. 


I shall mention now the fact that the 
check which apparently had been burned 
made its appearance later as part ofa re- 
newed blackmail effort against the rajah in 
India. The temerity of the conspirators 
went to extremes indeed in a land where 
their lives would not have been worth a 
grain of dust if the order had been given 
to put them out of the way by so powerful 
a prince as Hari Singh. Very clearly it was 
a forgery which had been carefully prepared 
for the destruction ceremonies, the actual 
check being kept for later use when the 
rajah would be out of reach of the astute 
Mr. Waters’ advice and assistance. 

When I went to London to try to avert a 
great scandal I was also to direct the aban- 
donment of the house on Curzon street, the 
sale of the automobiles that the rajah had 
been using since his arrival and the engage- 
ment of apartments for him in a hotel. I 
took a suite for him at the Carlton and rooms 
for the staff at the Jermyn Court hotel. 

When the rajah returned to London the 
shock of his Parisian experience and the im- 
mense sum for which he was being mulcted 
did not seem to have interfered with his fond- 
ness for feminine society. Stanley, the chauf- 
feur, has testified that he made the rounds to 
visit his numerous lady friends as regularly 
as before. 

It will be remembered that ‘Stanley had 
noticed a suspiefous person frequenting the 
neighborhood of Curzon Sa The rajah 
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was Planning for his European tour at the 
time and wished to take his treasure chests 
filled with jewelry with him. This fact, in 
combination with the report of a suspicious 
loiterer in the vicinity, worried me. 

Immediately after Sir Hari moved to the 
Carlton hotel an ex-inspector of Scotland Yard 
presented himself to me and offered his serv- 
ices in any manner that might be wished. 
I submitted the application to Sir Hari who 
decided it would be an excellent idea to em- 
ploy the man. I-took up this officer’s refer- 
ences with Scotland Yard and as they proved 
to be excellent engaged him on behalf of the 
rajah. I learned later that this office was 
sent to seek employment in the rajah’s serv- 
ice by none other than Hobbs! Nevertheless 
his services were satisfactory in every way 
and he remained with us until we reached 
Nice.

KE was an English setter and not only 


was a brilliant field-dog, but was 
the chum of Lewis Gardner Rey- 
nolds, his master. Reynolds had 


named him “Bruce,” in honor of Scotland's 
warrior-king. 

One winter day in 1923, Reynolds set out 
for Silver Lake for an afternoon of duck 
shooting. As always, Bruce went along, 
though a setter is far more effective in the 
seenting and retrieving and pointing of 
grouse and quail than of waterfowl. 

Still, Bruce had learned his life work witi 
much thoroughness, and was almost as adept 
at duck hunting as in the stubblefield. There 
are such setters—a few of them—though the 
curly ‘Chesapeake Bay dog is by far better, as 
a rule, for such semiaquatic work than is 
setter or pointer.

A New World's Record. 


In these days world’s records of various 
kinds are so rapidly made and broken that it 
is only the expert who can keep up with 
them. If one has not held a world’s record 
of some sort, at least temporarily, apparently 


one is lacking in that important element of 
true greatness. Last fall I ventured to claim 
a world’s record. It. was undisputed. I 
claimed the long-distance record for calling 
birds and getting areply. At that time I put 
on the air one night the call of the screech 
owl and immediately received letters stating 
that one owl, 26 miles away had promptly 
answered the call, and that another owl, 50 
miles away, had done the same thing. In 
both instances the windows of the houses 
were open and loud speakers used. The 
birds had replied from trees close to the 
houses. I was proud of that record. But it 
is mine no longer. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Edward Avis, noted bird imitator, was good 
enough to give his bird songs as part of the 
Radio Nature league program. Immediately 
afterward the following editorial appeared in 
the Lawrence Leader. The writer first ex- 
pressed appreciation of the program and 
then said: 

‘“‘Under the writer’s piazza roof phoebes 
have made their summer home for years. 
At the present time the female bird is sitting 
on her nest, with her full quota of eggs. The 
male sleeps not far away from her on a bit 
of projecting timber. On the night in ques- 
tion the doors and windows were open and 
the bird notes came in loud and clear. Every- 
thing was quiet until the imitator got around 
to the call of the phoebe. The sound was so 
distinct that the sleeping birds outside were 
aroused, and quick as a flash came an ans- 
wering call from their quarters. The imita- 
tor sounded his call three times and the 
We thought it a very 
remarkable tribute to the abilities of the bird 
man.” 

The distance between the studio of sta- 
tion WBZ, at Springfield, Mass., and Law- 
rence, where the phoebes were, is approxi- 
mately 125 miles. So Mr. Avis more than 
doubles my record for getting a long-distance 
reply from a bird. I suspect it will be a long 
time before this record is broken. 


A Battle of Snakes. 


There is a general belief that the black- 
snake and the rattlesnake are sworn 
mies. To what extent this is true I have no 
means of knowing, but apparently there is 
an occasional battle between these two set 
pents. Here is an account of one,by an eve- 
witness: “While on the beach of Lake 
Parker, near our winter home in Florida,” 
says Eugene K.-.Arms, ‘I saw a battle royal 
between a common blacksnake and a dia- 
mond-back rattler. The black had his teeth 
set around the rattler’s neck and the latter 
was frantically trying to break the black’'s 
hold. Their bodies were twisted and knotted 
together; and they were trying to find some- 
thing to which they could anchor themselves 
as they rolled and tumbled this way and that. 
They already had three or four large tumble 
weeds and part of the leaf of a palm mixed 
up in their coils. 

‘‘I watched the fight for some time. Then 
a ‘cracker’ lad came along and: despite our 
protest killed the rattler, saying that the ‘dog- 
goned snakes would fight all day, for the 
blacksnake never would break his hold until 
the diamond-back was dead.’

How Advertising Lightens 


Vomen’s Work 


In the days when ‘“‘mother used to buy a 
bar of Castile soap half a yard long and 4 
inches square, and saw it up (she kept an 
old saw for the purpose) into cakes an inch 
thick,’’ and when the domestic cake of soap 
was ‘‘as hard as Stonehenge’”’ and its corners 
were ‘“‘sharper than a serpent’s tooth,’ it 
took weeks of use, we are reminded, ‘‘to wear 
it down so that it comfortably fitted the 
hand.’’ Whereas today—thanks to advertising. 
argues this writer—we have a cake of toilet 
soap ‘‘just_the right shape to fit the hand, 
just as pure as Castile, scented if we like, 
tinted to match the bathroom decorations if 
we prefer, reasonable in price; and when we 
want. another cake we go to the nearest 
grocery or.drug store, and there it is.’"”. And 
that is only one small example of woman's 
debt to advertising, as set forth by Ernest 
Elmo Calkins, a_ well-known advertising 
authority who was awarded a Bok prize last 
year for his public service in that field. Writ- 
ing in the Atlantic Monthly, he points out: 

We have seen the evolution of shaving 
creams, safety Aazors and tooth pastes, as 
well as soap powders, laundry chips, washing 
machines, vegetable shortenings, self-raising 
flours, electric sadirons, vacuum cleaners, 
hot-water taps, aluminum cooking utensils, 
refrigerators and kitchen cabinets—every- 
thing, in short, that constitutes the difference 
between our mothers’ kitchens and our 
wives’. 

In fact, the writer exclaims, the amount of 
sheer drudgery that has been taken out of 
housekeeping in 50 years can be realized.only 
by comparison, by ‘‘drawing the illuminating 
parallel,’’ which he proceefis to do: 

An iron, soft coal cook stove; a reservoir 
at the back the only source of hot water 
supply; the green-painted iron pump _ in 
the wooden corner-sink for cold; drinking 
water from the pump outside; saleratus in- 


‘stead of baking powder; hog lard instead of 
_vegetable shortening; butter and milk hung 
down the well by a string to keep them cool; 


heavy iron pots and skillets ‘to be lifted, to

say nothing of the coal hod; dishes washed 
by hand; no device to alleviate the frightful 
labor-—no rubber scrapers, scouring mops, 
metal-ring dish rags, wire brushes, drying 
racks, or cleansing powders; baked beans an 
eighteen-hour job; oatmeal an over-night op- 
eration; sugar, salt, dried fruit, pickles, 
crackers, rice, coffee, pepper, spices, lard, 
bought in bulk, scooped out of open boxes 
or barrels or tierces exposed until sold, and 
dumped on a sheet of paper laid on the 
scales; molasses and vinegar drawn from the 
wood, and between while the gallon measure 
standing around, proving the adage that mo- 
lasses attracts more flies than vinegar. Food 
was unclean, there was no sponsor for its 
quality, and it came to the kitchen almost in 
a state of nature. The housemother became 
a miniature manufacturing plant before the 
food was ready for the family to eat. And 
the preparation of meals was but a small por- 
tion of the housewife’s burden. There was 
cleaning—-with no other implements but a 
rag, a broom and a turkey wing. Clothes 
were washed with a rub-rub-rub that wore 
the zinc from the washboard. 


Put such a kitchen beside the one pic- 
tured in most advertisements selling kitchen 


‘equipment, or those complete ones shown in 


the housekeeping departments of the wom- 
en's magazines: ‘‘How to furnish the ideal 
kitchen.”* Or, better still, take a modern 
housewife—not the delicatessen and can- 
opener type, but a real housekeeper, who 
keeps ‘ther house and takes pride in it (there 
are such even today)—and put her in an 
old-fashioned, kitchen like that described 
above. She could not do in a week what my 
mother did every day of her toil-bound life. 
To keep house with what was available half 
a century ago was an art handed down from 
generation to generation, which happily has 
been lost, except among the newly 
foreign born. 

You say J am contrasting a poor woman's 
kitchen of 560 years ago with that of a woman 
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of means today. Notatall. What my mother . 


al 


contended with was what they all had. If 
she could have afforded it, she would have 
hired @&nother woman to struggle with it. 
It was not a matter of wealth at all. It was 
a question of facilities available. That was 
all they had——raw materials, a few crude 
tools, and “‘elbow grease.’’ ¥ 

Directly and indirectly, says Mr. Calkins. 
the amelioration that has come about in 560 
years is due to advertising. He reasons thus: 

These things did not come into existence 
because women demanded them. Women did 
not know they were possible. They exist ve- 
cause there was a method of distributing 
them, of teaching possible buyers what a help 
they would be, of educating the housewife 
while offering her the means of applying what 
she learned, and of doing it on a large scale. 
And the strongest urge to invent desirable 
labor-saving devices has been this game pos- 
sibility of distributing them; that is, selling 
enough of them to ntake its worth while. 
Sometimes advertising supplies a demand, but 
in most cases it creates demand for things 
that were beyond the imagination of those 
who would be most benefited. 

Some day, says Mr. Calkins, we shal] have 
ideal advertising, but that will be when our 
industrial plants and transportation systems 
have also become ideal. And meanwhile— 

Objections to advertising based upon ad- 
vertising itself, the amount of it, its per- 
sistence, congested pages of magazines and 
newspapers, mail cluttered with circulars, 
painted bulletins marring attragtive scenic 
spots—all these are incidents of advertising. 

We are pleased whan a railroad adopts 
electrification and puts its trains under- 
sround, or when it designs and builds a‘sta- 
tion that is an architectural ornament to the 
city, or when {it traverses a district of scenic 
beauty, giving the passenger a by-product in 
his journey. So advertising is aware of the 
opportunities of making itself more attrac- 
tive, while not jeopardizing the ends at which 


it is aimed. Such results may be called the © 


by-product of advertising.

Why, before I was married I used to goto a 
beauty parlor every week and have every- 
thing done, from my hair to my nails! But 
now! I don’t have ten minutes I can call 
my own, let alone a half day. And there’s 
no use trying to do those things at home. 
They take ages and ages! I tell George he 
can’t expect to have a wife and a prize beauty 
at the same time.”’ 


The lady who was delivering herself of 
this revealing speech could be the subject of 
one of the most important beauty lectures 
ever given; for she was a perfect example of 
her own wrong theories. She was still a 
pretty woman, but with a generally careless 
air about her hair, her make-up, and her 
costume, an air that would soon descend from 
careless to sloppy. Alas—-poor George! 

Like almost all people who talk too much, 
this woman did not really know what she 
was talking about. In the first place, it is 
not necessary to go constantly to a beauty 
parlor to keep your general appearances up 
to its highest standard. Waves, manicures, 
and occasional massage by trained operators 
are advisable when it is possible to have 
them, but, if that is not possible, a. routine 
can be worked out at home that will accom- 
plish wonders in creating and retaining 
beauty. Furthermore, supplementary care at 
home makes treatments of any kind doubly 
beneficial. Also, contrary to the chatty lady, 
these home beauty rites do not take ages 
and ages. Indeed, they can take but-a very 
few minutes and still be infinitely helpful. 


Before going to bed at night is the best 


time to apply most preparations, because 
they have the sleeping hours in which to do 
their beautifying work. And a brief routine 
worked out while you are preparing for bed 
will come practically mechanical after you 
have followed it for a few nights. The one 
that is suggested here is meant for the per- 
s0n who has normal skin and hair needing 
only the normal amount of care, but the rou- 
tine can easily be altered to suit your own 
individual requirements. 


This routine can begin with the care of 
the hair. If you give your scalp a gentle 
massage for two or three minutes every 
‘night—with some good salve or oil or vase- 
line, or even without any preparation at all— 
your hair troubles will generally be soon at 
an end, for this exercise keeps the scalp in 
perfect condition. The massage should be 
given with the tips of the fingers, in a rotary 
motion, and care must be taken to move the 

itself, not merely the roots of the hair 
at the surface ofthescalp, 8 ~~ .. 
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When your hands are washed, they should 
be warm and the rinsing water cool, with a 
few drops of benzoin sprinkled in it. The 
drying should be done carefully and thor- 
oughly with a soft towel. This takes no 
longer than the ordinary method of washing, 
and it insures cool, firm hands. As a final 
beautifying touch for the hands, rub a little 
lotion into them. This lotion should be used 
every night the year round, to retain the 
soft, velvety texture that is so lovely to the 
touch. It is wise to use a lotion each time 
after washing the hands during the day, too, 
if possible. If you take your warm bath at 
night—and it is to be hoped that you do, for 
morning is the time for brisk cold showers, 
and evenings for lejsurely, restful warm 
baths—some of the lotion used on the hands 
should be rubbed over the arms after the 
bath, especially over the elbows and that 
part of the upper arm just below the shoulder 
blades that is prone to roughen. Of course, 
these various applications actually occupy 
less time in the doing than it takes to tell of 
them. 

Cleansing the face at night should be a 
simple procedure. A light cleansing caeam 
with cleansing tissues or a cleansing lotion 
with absorbent cotton is used, and the skin 
should be gone over twice to be sure that 
it is entirely clean. Then a soft cloth dipped 
in warm water is used to wipe off every ves- 
tige of any preparations, thus assuring that 
nothing is left to clog the pores, and a final 
dash of ice-cold water follows. If the skin is 
normally healthy, this is all. If it is afflicted 


_with large pores, an astringent may be used, 


or a nourishing cream for roughen 
skin, but the latter only in sho scan Mod 
A little bit of nourishing cream Massaged 
gently into. the skin with an upward and out- 
ward motion may be beneficial, whereas thick 
layers of heavy cold cream defeat their own 
purposes of refining the skin. The eyes 
should be washed out with cold water and eye 
drops, or boracic acid and an eye cup, to 
clear them of any irritating dust. 
The’ finger nails should be thoroughly 
cleansed each night, of course, and the cuti- 
cle may be shaped and pushed back with a 
rounded orange-wood stick. It is well to rub 
On a little nail ‘salve or vaseline each night 
to prevent the cuticle from growing dry and 
thus ragged. ‘A way of conserving time is to 
place the bottle or jar of the preparation by 
the side of the bed, and during those few 
moments while you are waiting for sleep to 
come, apply the preparation to the cuticle 
with the finger tips. Then you can turn over 
to sleep, secure in the feeling that you have

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THE ROMANCE OF TIN 


The bronze age in the minds of most of 
us is synonymous with the accelerated civili- 
zation which followed the neolithic age. The 
bronze age did not begin when the ancients 
in the Mediterranean area discovered copper: 
it began only when they found tin to mix with 
their copper. 

Tin was very scarce in Mediterranean lands, 
but there was considerable of it in Bohemia 
and Saxony which came south along the old 
Baltic amber trade route, and there was tin 
in Spain, in Brittany and in south England. 
As the beginning of the bronze age is dated 
several hundred years earlier than any his- 
torical account of the import of tin from Eng- 
land or Brittany, common sense would seem 
to be enough to make good the belief that 
the nearer-by sources of tin, especially in 
Bohemia, were the first used. To be sure, the 
port of Tartessus, in southwest Spain, was 
the great commercial center for all Atlantic 
‘trade from perhaps 1000 B. C. to 500 B. C., 
but whether much tin came there either from 
Cornwall or Brittany is hard to decide. 

We know that the mines in south Brit- 
tany were worked earlier than 500 B. C., for 
the Cornwall product: superseded the‘r out- 
put about that time.. The Cornwall tin was 
collected in an island called Ictis—-probably 
Mount St. Michael—and all exported from 
there, either by sea via Gibraltar or by land 
across France. It may be guessed that the 
Carthaginians, or even earlier the Phoenicians 
had good reasons for not wanting Greeks to 
sail out between the Pillars of Hercules into 
the Atlantic. The earliest”"Greek we know 
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who got into the Atlantic was blown out 
there accidentally. He.was trying to get to 
Egypt, but missed it badly. It was neverthe- 
less a lucky thing for this Coleus of Samos, 
for he brought -back a profitable cargo of 
Spanish silver. This was in the year 630 B. C. 

Other Greek sea traders found their way 
outside Gibraltar to Tartessus, and half a 
century or so ljater the first cargo of tin was 
imported by a Greek of Phoecaea. Carthage 
must have felt very strongly on the. matter, 
for about 500 B. C, she destroyed Tartessus 
and closed the straits to trade. It was not 
until about 325 B. C. that the Greeks were 
able to get through again into the Atlantie. 
Carthage was too worried over a possible at- 
tack from Alexander to maintain .her strict 
watch, and a Greek sailor named Pythias ef 
Marseilles, slipped out through the straits ana 
reached Cornwall. 

After the straits had peen closed by the 
Carthaginians the Greeks tried to establish 
an overland trade in tin, which after some 
time succeeded. The first route was via the 


Rhone and Loire, then later via the Rhone 
and Seine and the Ande and Garonne (Nar- 
bonne-Bordeaux). A town, Corbilo ‘by name, 
near the mouth of the Loire, became the chief 


port on the Atlantic for tin, and it kept its 
leading position until Julius Caesar destroyed 
it, which may offer an explanation of his great 
campaign against the seagoing Venetl, as told 
so vividly in his Commentaries.
